THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


The Incorporators Meet at New York 
and Organize. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—At a meeting 
today of the incorporators of the Pa- 
cific Cable Company, recently organized 
under the laws of the State of New 
York, the following board of directors 
was elected: J. Pierpont Morgan, 
George S. Bowdoin, Edmund L, Baylies, 
J. Kennedy Tod and James A. Scrymer. 
James A. Scrymer was elected presi- 
dent and Edmund Baylies vice-presi- 
dent and acting treasurer. An Execu- 
tive Committee was appointed and 
authorized to arrange to increase the 
capital of the company to $10,000,000. 

It is estimated it will require 7254 
miles of cable to establish telegraphic 
communication between the United 
States and Japan. Letters and tele- 
grams from connecting telegraph com- 


panies favoring the enterprise were 
submitted.

SOUTH AMERICA REJOICES. 


Conference of Ministers with 
Secretary Olney. 


A Possibility of a Union of the 
American Republics. 


This Would’Make the Doctrine 
International Law. 


SALISBURY HAS AN _ IDEA. 


Concentration of the United States War- 
ships Suggested—Sir Charies Dilke’s 
Skepticism—Views from 
Many Sources. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The meet- 
ing at the State Department today be- 
tween Secretary Olney and the Minis- 
ters of Venezuela, Mexico and Brazil is 
understood to have involved important 
considerations affecting our South and 
Central American relations. Although 
the matter has not yet taken a definite 
official form, there is reason to believe 
all the republics of South and Central 
America will communicate officially to 
the United States their hearty approval 
of the enunciation of the Monroe doc- 
trine made by the President and Secre- 
tary Olney. 

It is understood that serious consider- 
ation is being given by South and Cen- 
tral American diplomats to an interna- 
tional cony: n.to be all 
the republics of North and South Amer- 
ica, somewhat similar to the Pan- 
American conference, but with a view 
to political rather than commercial alli- 
ance on the general lines of the Monroe 
doctrine. 

OTHER PARTICULARS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — Amang 
Secretary Olney’s callers were Ministers 
Andrade of Venezuela, Mendoncaocf Bra- 
zil and Romero of Mexico. Though 
this was diplomatic reception day at the 
State Department, their call at this par- 
ticular time occasioned much comment. 
Although none of the Central and South 
American diplomats will consent to be 
quoted regarding their call, it ie known 
that they, as a rule, have cabled their 
governments that the present seems an 
opportune time for invoking the Mon- 
roe doctrine as a means of support 
against European pressure, several of 
them being involved in disputes with 
European nations at this time. The 
statement is made by one of them that 
several results will follow from the vig- 


‘orous construction of the Monroe doc- 


trine. 

First, it is said, will be the official ad- 
herence ‘of the Southern republics, 
making the declaration practically 
unanimous from the countries of the 
Western Hemisphere. It is pointed out 
that Lord Salisbury insisted that the 
Monroe doctrine was not recognized as 
international law, but this, it is said, 
will be answered by a showing that all 
the republics of North and South 
America accept it as the law governing 
them. 

The project of another conference of 
American republics in line with the 
Pan-American Congress, but with a 
view of political alliance rather than 
commercial reciprocity, is being dis- 
cussed also. How far these hopes and 
purposes of the southern countries were 
communicated to Mr. Olney today is 
not known, but he was doubtless made 
aware of the strong prevailing feeling 
to this intent to give it official ex- 
pression as soon as word could be re- 
ceived from the several governments 
represented. 

Senator Morgan, at present chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, had an interview with Sec- 
retary Olney during the forenoon on the 
subject of the Venezuelan issue, and the 
Secretary also talked with Senators 
Lodge and Mills on the same matter, 
although he was obliged, in order to 
do so, to suspend his rigid rule against 
granting interviews to any one not a 


member of the diplomatic corps on 


Thursdays. He was also for a short 
time closeted with Mr. McAdoo, the 
acting Secretary of the Navy, who was 
called upon to furnish information on 
some special subject. 

Admiral Bunce, commanding the 
North Atlantic squadron, came up to 
Washington from his flagship New 
York, in Hampton Roads, today, and 
had a consultation with Acting Secre- 
tary McAdoo respecting the move- 
ments of his squadron. The feeling is 
growing in naval circles that the cruise 
will be abandoned, for it is now re- 
garded as highly imprudent to send 
away from the country the only sub- 
stantial defense of'the Atlantic sea- 


board. There is also a suggestion that 
it would be prudent to recall the Medi- 
terranean squadron, comprising three of 
our finest cruisers, which would be left 
hopelessiy “bottled up” in the event 
that matters took a bad turn. 

“O, WHAT A DIFFERENCE IN THE 

MORNING!” 

LONDON, ‘Dec. 19.—The St. Jamés Ga- 
zette says the Britishers were much dis- 
appointed on reading the American tele- 
grams todey and expresses the fear that 
the Americans will not read the diplo- 
matic correspondence, oar see that Lord 
Salisbury is right, adding: 

“We think that the American press, 
with its customary enterprise, has given 
its readers everything but the essen- 
tial facts, and the tendency of the mo- 
ment is to believe that President Cleve- 
land has made a spirited offer to uphold 
his country’s honor. The Americans, if 
sensible, are also sentimental, and would 
fight with all the flerce energy of their 
race for a principle. We know it and 
respect them for it. What is incon- 
ceivableis that they can imagine there 
is any occasion for resentment. 
them read the dispatches.” 

# SIGNIFICENT CONFERENCE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14—Secretary Her- 
bert spent today at the Hotel Imperial. 
Among the visitors during the after- 
noon was Andrew Carnegie, who was 
closeted with the Secretary of the Navy 
for some two hours. Secretary Herbert 
will return to Washington tomorrow. 

WHAT WILL SALISBURY DO? 

LONDON, December 19.—Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
checquer, made an address tonight at 
the Conservative banquet in Bristol 
which contained an important sugges- 
tion of the probable next step to be 
taken by the British government in the 
Venezuelan controversy, namely the is- 
suance of a statement by Lord Salis- 
bury which Sir Michael intimated 
might put a new phase on affairs. 

The Chancellor of the Exchecquer 
warned his hearers against exaggerat- 
ing the gravity of the Venezuelan 
trouble. Some persons, however, talked 
of the impossibility of war between the 
United States and Great Britain, be- 
cause of ties of kinship between the 
two nations. Nothing was impossible, 
he asserted, which had already oc- 
curred, and when kinsmen_  unfortu- 
nately differed sometimes they became 
very bitter enemies. But there was re- 
assurance, he said, in the fact that he 
did not believe the people of either side 
of the Atlantic desired war. 


‘RAH FOR GROVER! 


We Love Him for the Enemies He 
Has Made.’’ 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—(By Atlantie Ca- 
ble.) In commenting today upon the 
Venezuelan question the newspapers 
generally agree that the situation is 
more serious theah they thought it yes- 
térday. In the public mind, also, there 
is @ general feeling of disappoinment 
at the action of Congress. The Stock 
Exchange here and the exchanges 
throughout the country continue under 
the influence of the difficulty. At the 
same time there is no excitement. Con- 
sols declined %, foreign funds were 
weak and American and Canadian 
stocks were lower on continued selling. 

The Pall-Mall Gazette’s money arti- 
cle says: “Of course, whatever happens 
America will lose credit over the af- 
fair. It is particularly inopportun: when 
many of her railways need money.” The 
afternoon papers all contain long edi- 
torial articles on the Venezuelan ques- 
tion, the general tenor of their utter- 
ances being the same as yesterday, 
though all agree that the matter is be- 
coming much graver. 

The Times has a dispatch from Paris 
saying: “The message for the most 
part was received here in a spirit of ut- 
ter stupefaction. It is not merely that 
Europe has obvious solidarity of inter- 
est in rejecting with disdain ihe ex- 
tended view of the Monroe doctrine, but 
even more ause the pretension 
squares so little with reason and ordi- 
nary sense that it appears ridiculous.”’ 

The Times correspondent at Viennd 
Says: “The impression here is one of 
sheer amazement that President Cleve- 
land should be disposed to rush head- 
long with a Hght heart into a conflict 
with Great Britain. If the Washine- 
ton government imagines from the talk 
of England’s isolation that America 
will get European sympathy, it is woe- 
fully mistaken.” 

The Chronicle says it is rumored that 
Lord Salisbury consulted the princi- 
pal European governments before re- 
plying to Secretary Olney’s dispatch. 
Elsé¢where the Chronicle says the opin- 
ions of the continental papers appear to 
confirm this rumor. 

All diplomats will deplore President 
Cleveland’s haste, declares the Chron- 
icle, by creating an “impasse” by his 
peculiar method of diplomacy. Had 
he announced to Lord Salisbury his 
intention of asking for a commission to 
examine the boundary without refer- 
ence to Venezuela herself, it mighi 
have been possible to arrange for a 
commission to represent British inter- 
ests. Instead of leaving a door open. 
as the policy of politics required, he 
shut it with a bang, for Lord Salis- 
bury cannot reply to his message. 

The Liverpool correspondent of the 
Times says: “The general feeling about 
shippers and members of the American 
Chamber of Commerce is one of as- 
tonishment at President Cleveland's 
attitude. There is a conviction that he 
will. never be elected to a third term.” 

A Berlin dispatch to the Daily News 

ys: “The Boersen Courier betrays a 
mischievous joy, and warns England 
that she is at last brought into serious 
troubles. It says that England is no 
longer in a position to convince small 
states of her claims by bombarding 
frigates.” 

The Frankfurter Zeitung says that 
Engiand is the agressive party. and is 
wrong to refuse arbitration, but that 
nobody will wonder at her refusal to 
accept President Cleveland’s proposed 
American commission. 

A special from Paris gives an inter- 
view with Jules Simon, in which’ he 
said he thought that if it was a mere 
political scheme, such tactics were un- 
worthy of President Cleveland and de- 
grading to a great nation. “It is im- 
possible that there should be such e 
crime against humanity and civiliza- 
tion,’”’ the French statesman said, “as 
wer between England and America I 
am convinced that an honorable and 
peaceful solution can be found.” 

The Globe, a newspaper supposed to 
be on terms of intimacy with the gov- 
ernment, gives warning that Great 
Britain will remain firm, saying: ‘“‘Pres- 
ident Cleveland: may appoint a dozen

Human Beings Torn by 
an Explosion. 


Forty-three Miners Believed to 
Be Dead Men, 
Firedamp Works Havoe in the 


Cumnuck Coal Mines in 
North Carolina. 


Twenty-five of the Living are 
Brought to the Surface—Several 
of These Will Dice—Fruitiess 
E@qgorts at Rescue. 


REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

RALEIGH (N. C.,) Dec. i9.—At 9 
o'clock this morning, shortly after the 
day force, numbering sixty-seven men, 
had gone on duty at the Cumnock coal 
mines, six miles west of here, a ter- 
rible fire-damp explosion occurred, with 
fatal effects. Upon hearing the report 
the people of the village and relatives 
of the entombed miners hastened to the 
scene, but for some time they were un- 
able to gain any tidings from below. 
After pumping fresh air into the shafts, 
several miners were prevailed upon to 
venture down and investigate. They 
found and brought out twenty-five men 
from shafts No. 2 and No. 3. Five or 
six of them were badly wounded, and 
some of them will probably die. Others 
were slightly wounded. A mule and 
two men were killed in stope No. 2. 

After considerable delay the search- 
ing party entered stope No. 1, where 
they were greeted by a most horrible 
and ghastly sight. Dead men fearfully 
mutilated were found. Some of them 
were partly covered with pieces of coal, 
timber and other debris. 

The searching party came up and re- 
ported what they had found. At 4 
o'clock ten or twelve miners went down 
to bring up the dead bodies, but at last 
accounts none of the dead had been re- 
covered. It is believed forty-three men 
were killed. Several of them were ne- 
groesand foreigners and the rest natives 
of North Carolina. Several of them had 
families living at Cumnock. 

A quantity of dynamite wasin the mine 
and exploded, wrecking coal cars and 
splitting massive timbers into kindling 
wood. Mothers, wives and sisters were 
around the mines all day, weeping and 
wringing their hands with grief, expect- 
ing every moment to see the lifeless 
form of some loved one brought up. 

Up to 11 o’clock tonight but twenty- 
four of the sixty-seven men who went 


down 'the shaft have returned. Thel 


other forty-tliree are supposed to be 
dead, but the names of some of them 
are unknown. So much damp has been 
in the shaft all day that no efforts have 
been made to get the bodies to the top. 


It is thought the bodies can be recov- 


ered after 1 o’clock tonight. 

The scene is indeed a pitiful one. Six 
men of the twenty-four came up from 
the shaft more or less wounded, and it 
is thought three of these may die. The 
men who escaped from the shaft called 
to two friends who were not more than 
twenty feet away to come on, but they 
were already dead or unable to make 
any reply to their companions. 


"COMMERCIAL DAY.” 


Inauguration of an Annual Observ- 
ance at New York. ,

rations and patriotic speeches were the 
order tonight at the American commer- 
cial banquet given at Delmonico’s. It 
was the centennial celebration of the 
Jay commercial treaty with Great Brit- 
ain as well as the inauguration of the 
annual observanceof “Commercial 
by all organized commercial bodies. 
Many men of the world were present, 
and over. three hundred guests were 
seated.

FLORIDA’S ORANGE CROP. 


CONGRESSMAN SPARKMAN TELLS 
OF THE DAMAGE. 


An Outpat of Seventy-five Thousand 
Boxes as Against Five Million 
Last Vear—Severity of the 
Freese—Prospects for the Next 
Three Years. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMED 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(Spectal 
Dispatch.) Congressman Sparkman of 
Tampa district, Florida, said today re- 
garding the orange crop in his State: 

“To give you an idea of the extent of 
damage done by the freezes of last 
year and this—for there were two, one 
in December and one in February—the 
crop last year was 5,000,000 boxes, while 
this year’s crop is estimated at 75,000 
boxes. The trees were not killed out- 
right, but, as illustrating the severity 
of the freeze, in one of my groves of 
ten acres near Tampa, there was not a 
single green leaf left on the trees. The 
tips of the Iimbs, representing last 
year’s growth, were, of course, frozen, 
but with that exception the trees have 
not sustained damage of very long 
duration. 

“For example, while this year’s crop 
is put down at 75,000 boxes, the estimate 
for next year is 1,000,000, and for the 
year after, 3,000,000, so that if a like 
calamity does not intervene, the third 
year will witness a normal yield of 
5,000,000 boxes.”

The Monroe doctrine states 
distinctly that we have nothing to do 
with thé already acquired territory on 
this Continent, but the acquisition of 
act of unfriendliness to the .

“Great Prita 1 at Balize, Honduras, 
coolly violated the Monroe doctrine. In 
1820 she obtained permission from the 
crown of Spain to cut logwood and ma- 
hogany at Balize and landed there @ 
company of logwood cutters from 
Jamaica. From that permission to cut 
logwood she has gradually encroached 
upon Yucatan and she has appointed a 
Governor over British Honduras, which 
was acquired wrongfully and in viola- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine.

Bulwer treaty had been abrogated by 
the action of Great Britain in British 
Honduras and the Bay Islands off the 
coast of that country.

France fortified 
the other bluff commanding the harbor 
and today you may see the French and 
English flags fiying from those furtifi- 
cations. It is just the same as if Eng- 
land and France had taken possession 
of Fort Point, which commands the 
harbor of San Francisco. The Euro- 
pean powers are land-hungry and they 
they are going to get every inch of land 
they can. 

“Great Britain is not In a position to 
go to war with the United States. She 
has alienated all her friends in Eu- 
rope. France is not her friend, Ger- 
many is not her friend and Russia is 
her deadly enemy. Should she go to 
war America will eweep her commerce 
from the face of the seas. If the United 
States remains firm in that matter 
Great Britain must back down. Then, 
if she chooses to fight America she must 
fight Russia, for Russia is bound to pro- 
tect the United States in the possession 
of the boundary which Russia has sold 
to us. Her insular position and the mag- 
nitude of her maritime commerce are 
the obstacles in the way of England 
going to war. The United States never 
sanctioned the Paris convention, which 
would prevent her from fitting out 
privateers, and she is in a_ position 
where she can issue letters of marque 
to any one who chooses to equip priva- 
teers to prey on English commerce. 
We have thousands of citizens willing 
and anxious to do this. In the event 
of war the insurance would be raised so 
high on the British merchant marine 
that it would ruin the commerce of 
Great Britain.”

MICHAEL DAVITT SCORES SALIS- 
BURY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—Michael 
Davitt, M.P., the founder of the Trish 
Land League and home-ruler, arrived 
in this city from Sydney, Australia, 
on the steamer Alameda this morning. 
Mr. Davitt has been touring Australia. 
He will not make a protracted stay in 
California, and may start for Europe 
the early part of next week. 

In an interview today Davitt said:

“It strikes me,”’ continued Davitt, 


“that the Monroe doctrine, carried out, 


places the United States in just the 
position I have suggested it would be 
necessary for some powerful power to 
fill. I rejoice to see the country rec- 
ognize her power and dignity and duty 
and am further pleased to hear that 
President, legislators and people are 
all so well in accord on the subject. 

“But,” he continued, “there will. be 
no war. Salisbury will not for a mo- 
ment contemplate such a thing. He 
is a big bully, as he always has been 
where the opportunity offered itself 
for him to play the part “with: succéss. 
There is no fear, as I have said, that 
there will be a war over this. Lord 
Salisbury will simply carry on a game 
of bluff as long as he thinks there 
is any chance of winning. In the end, 
if the American government remains 
firm, he will give way, the whole thing 
will wind up in a world of diplomatic 
conferences and communications.” 

THE CHARLESTON DISABLED. 

SAN FRANCI Dec 19.—The 
cruiser Charleston is lying temporarily 
disabled at Nagasaki, Japan.

THE TEXAS TRIAL. | 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Once more the 
official trial of the battleship Texas has 
been postponed, this time after she had 
successfully accomplished three-fourths 
of the test allotted to her. The cause 
of the postponement was in no way at- 
tributable to the contractor, or to the 
engineers, but to structural defects. The 
ship returned to her anchorage tonight 
and will await instructions from the 
Washington authorities to Capt. Glass 
as to his further movement. 

At the beginning of the speed trial at 
sea the Texas easily attained a speed 
of fourteen knots an hour: This was 
gradually increased until, when the 
four hours’ trial under forced draught 
was begun, the ship was making a frac- 
tion over seventeen knots, the en- 
gines being pushed to their ut- 
most capacity. Under this heavy strain 
there was hardly a vibration upon the 
upper decks. For three hours the ves- 
sel was kept under heavy pressure. The 
general average speed for that time was 
17.8 knots. The maximum speed at- 
tained was 18.6 knots. At the end of 
the third hour the ship was brought 
around and headed back for New York. 

It had become apparent that there 
was too much vibration of the floor- 
plates in the engine-room, which was 
caused by estructural weakness. This 
substantiates the claim that the ship 
will have to be strengthened by chan- 
nel-plates or other ship-building device. 
There was still other trouble in the 
engine-room and fireroom. Large quan- 
tities of cold water were being used to 
keep the journals cool. The water ran 
into the crank-pits and then was sent 
to a main pipe, which extends through 
the engine-room. The water falls into 
cisterns into the fireroom, where big 
pumps are used to carry it away. The 
pumps were totally inadequate for this. 
In consequence the place b2came flooded 
and work had to be stopped. This 

me difficulty was found on the pre- 
ltminary trials and was therefore not 

ue to any accident, choking or strain- 
ing. The circulation pump also became 
useless for a time from heating. The 
ship will very likely be sent back to 
the Brooklyn navy-yard to have 
changes made which will obviate the 
trouble which stopped today’s trial.

TOPEKA, (Kas.,) Dec. 19.—A special.

CLEVELAND VOLUNTEERS. 

CLEVELAND, (O.,) Dec. 19.—About 
forty of the leading Irish-Americans 
of this city, representing all the various 
Irish societies, held a meeting last 
night to discuss the Venezuelan affair. 
After a discussion of the object of 
the meeting and a talk on the probabil- 
ities of war with England, a ringing 
resolution was adopted authorizing 
Maj. Gleason, the chairman, to offer 
Gov. McKinley the services of a regi- 
ment of 1000 volunteers composed of 
residents of Cleveland and made up of 
Irishmen in order, as the resolution 
expresses it, to uphold the glory of 
the United States, to humiliate Eng- 
land, and to ultimately bring about 
the freedom of Ireland.

SIR CHARLES DILKE. 


Engiand’s Authority on Foreign Af- 
fairs Thinks America Will Shrink. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPULT) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—A cablegram 
to the World from London says that a 
serious and representative statement 
was made to the World correspondent 
in Paris today by Sir Charles Dilke, 
than whom no man in England in of- 
fice or out has more completely the ear 
of England in any matter relating to 
its foreign relations. He was seen im- 
mediately on his arrival from London, 
and said: 

“The present difficulty {s a phase of 
the conflict of national wills which 
must inevitably arise eooner or later 
between England and the United States 
as the result of opposing policies. The 
conflict, however, will not necessarily 
end in war. Cleveland’s message is 
admirably composed and is undoubt- 
edly representative of American feel- 
ing, buteI believe America will shrink 
from provoking war after adequate 
consideration of all the aspects of the 
question. 

“Doubtless, by making an equal ef- 
fort to that made during the war of 
secession the States might conquer 

anada, overcoming the stubborn re- 
Sistance which Canada and England 
are sure to offer. At the outbreak of 
hostilities I believe all traces of an- 
nexatianist feelli in Canada would 
disappear. The tes would be un- 
able to do more elsewhere. England 
would have things her own way, and 
could wipe out Venezuela before aid 
could be rendered. We could prevent 
communication between North and 
South America and destroy American 
commerce,” 

Dilke is inclined to doubt the unan- 
imity of American opinion when the 
issues become clear respecting the Mon- 
roe doctrine. He has long thought the 
principle involved would receive con- 
siderable extension sooner or later, and 
considers the doctrine an adequate ex- 
pression of the natural feeling of a 
great republic desirous of preventing 
the introduction of European militar- 
ism into American States. He would 
express no opinion on the merits of 
the Venezuelan dispute, deeming the 
details relatively unimportant beside 
the great question of British and Amer- 
ican politics. He deprecated criticis- 
ing the action of the British govern- 
ment or appearing to disassociate him- 
self from Salisbury’s attitude, which 
he thinks is the only conservative one 
in an affair like this. He refused also 
to criticise President Cleveland's pro- 
posal to nominate a Venezuelan com- 
mission, but believed arbitration is now 
manifestly impossible. 

Dilke mentioned the precedent of 
France and England having intended to 
intervene between Russia and Poland 
in 1862, undeterred by Russian protests 
Bismarck threatened to join Rus- 


“I consider,” he concluded, “an armed 
conflict improbable now, but a bad feel- 
ing between the two countries is in- 
evitable. The struggle may take a fis- 
cal form, or be temporarily averted by 
tact and good-will on both sides, but the 
friction must increase rather than di- 
minish for a long time to come.” 

Lord Salisbury came up specially 
from Hatfield last night and visited the 
Foreign Office, where telegraph dis- 
patches had been received from Sir 
Julian Pauncefote. The British govern- 
ment cannot take official cognizance of 
the President’s message until it is com- 
municated to it in due course by the 
British Ambassador at Washington. 
The action of Congress in passing the 
bill making an appropriation for the 
commission is regarded in official and 
political circles as adding to the gravity 
of the situation, inasmuch as it renders 
a settlement still more difficult.

THREATENED 


TORS 
IN HONOLULU. 


W. P. Morrow of San Francisco Em- 
ployment Agency Notoriety 
One of Them. 


‘With Frank Underwood for an Ac- 
complice He Pians Another 
Instrrection. 


An American Dynamiter Discovered 
te Have Been Making Bombs in 
Honan—Howell Freed—Fight 

with Indians. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Honolulu advices bring the 
detalis of the arrest of W. R. Morrow 
and an accomplice named Frank Un- 
Gerwood for conspiracy against the 
government. Morrow will be remem- 
bered as the fellow whom the Chronicle 
exposed last August when he wae ad- 
vertising here for men to join a secret 
expedition. Hawaiian Consul Wilder 
had Morrow shadowed. The latter 
went to Honolulu where he figured 
under the alias of W. J. Sheridan. The 
two sailed from here last October on 
the bark Wilder. They were taken 
into custody on December 9. 

The two men had been stopping at 
a cheap lodging-house on Alakea street, 
Honolulu. They made every effort to 
avoid suspicion. Underwood secured a 
position as a laborer at the new re- 
frigerator works in Honolulu in order 
to cover up the traces of the secret 
work in which he was engaged. Mor- 
row devoted all his time to. cultivating 
acquaintanceship among the Kanakas 
and Royalists, and in making friends 
for the cause. It was deemed neces- 
sary for the success of the undertak- 
ing that some of the militia should be 
won over and Underwood devoted a 
part of his time to this purpose. When 
the time for an insurrection arrived, 
the conspirators wanted several men in 
their confidence who could disable the 
Gatling guns which guagd the palace. 
Underwood even went so far as to 
make application for membership in 
the military forces, but he was not 
permitted to join them, 

Morrow was apprehended at *his 
lodging-house during the afternoon. 
Underwood, hearing that he also was 
wanted, went into hiding until after 
nightfall. Then he quietly made his 
way to his room, evidently for the 
purpose of carrying away some of his 
effects. The officers were at that mo- 
ment engaged in searching the apart- 
ment, and they quickly placed the 
man under arrest. 

Several residents of Honolulu were 
-guspected of being implicated in the 
plot, and immediately after the arrest 
of Morrow and Underwood they were 
placed under surveillance. It was ex- 

\_pected more arrests would follow, but 
up to the time of the departure of the 
Alameda none had been made. 

The preliminary exam‘nation of the 
two prisoners was fixed for the morn- 
ing of the day following the departwie 
of the Alameda. Marshal Brown claims 
that there is enough evidence against 
the two men to make their conviction a 
‘certainty. It is stated that

MAKING BOMBS IN CHINA. 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Dec. 19 —(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) A plot against Hawaii 
‘has come to light in China, according 
to advices received by the Empress of 
India, which arrived from the Orient to- 
‘night. An American who located at 
Honan, China, ostensibly to work up 
business, and who resided there for 
gome months, suddenly took a trip to 
Hong-Kong on November 2%, and, re- 
turning a fortnight later, closed his es- 
tablishment and departed for good. 
The house was afterward found to con- 
tain empty bomb-cases, some dynamite 
fuse and detonators, and traces were 
found of the manufacture of dynamite 
bombs. 

The foreigner had been ordered away 
from the Sandwich Islands for conspir- 
ing against the government there, and 
had taken up a temporary residence in 
Canton. The reason for his hasty de- 
parture is, no doubt, due to a warning. 
Part of the time he had a partner, but 
the latter left some weeks previous to 
the closing up of the business. 

The Hong-Kong Press says that dur- 
ing the war between Japanand China 
an American on the way to China to sell 
to the Chinese government an invention 
with which to blow up Japanese ships 
was arrested while passing through 
Japan, but was afterward released. 
The nature of his invention was never 
disclosed, but it is certain that the se- 
cret had been discovered, which ex- 
plains the existence of a bomb factory 
at Honan. 

_ §Skilled mechanics who worked for the 
bomb-fiend claim that they did not 
know what their employers were going 
to do with the bombs. However, bombs 
were being manufactured by two al- 
leged Americans, and for no other pur- 
pose than to use in a second contem- 
plated uprising in Hawaii. It was not 
the abandonment of the scheme. by 
their friends at Honolulu; but word 
sent to the authorities by the secret 
police, which are thick as flies in 
Japan, that may have nipped the 
echeme in the bud. : 
. ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—Steamer 
Alameda from Honolulu brings word, 
dated December 18, that three days 
earlier W. J. Sheridan and Dr. James 
Underwood were arrested, charged with 
conspiring to overthrow the government 
end the republic. The authorities claim 
that these men came to Hawaii for the 
purpose of inciting a revolution. 

‘The men visited the different islands 
of the group, stirring up trouble, end 
inciting feeling against the govern- 
ment. They were laying plans which, 
it is believed, would have proved se- 
rious but for their detection. Several 
local parties were believed to be in 
the conspiracy. It was arranged to 
make the government guns useless by 
bribing soldiers. Underwood is bhe- 
lleved to be the man who advertised in 
San Francisco papers for fighting men.

HOWELL SET FREE. 
After Three Trials the Jury Finds 
Him not Guilty. 

(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—The 
Federal jury in Judge Morrow’s court 
brought in a verdict of not guilty in 
the countefeiting case against M. D 
Howell of Stockton this evening. 

It was the third trial, the two former 
juries having disagreed. The case cost 
the government more than $10,000, and 
the third trial was begun against the 
advice of District Attorney Foote, and 
to please the secret service depart- 
ment which had persistently pressed 
the case and asserted its ability to get 
a conviction. 

The new evidence consisted almost 
wholly in the testimony of Mat Jones, 
who was more or less implicated in the 
the original charge, and who fled the 
country shortly after the crimes in 
1892. It was the general opinion about 
the Federal building that the jury con- 
sidered the evidence was doubtful all 
through, much of it being dependent 
upon the statements of men like Mur- 
ray. When the jury came in there was 
a large crowd in the courtroom. Mrs. 
Howell and her daughter, burst into 
tears, and Howell's friends congratu- 
lated him. 

There was considerable warmth in 
Attorney Campbell's argument for 
Howell this morning, though he did not 
criticize Secret Service Agent Harris’s 
methods so severely as Attorney Pills- 
bury did the day before. He said the 
witnesses were not worthy citizens, and 
should not be believed, and he argued 
that Howell was in good circumstances 
at the time of the elleged crime, and 
for that reason said he did not commit 
it. .The usion of his argument was 
an appeal for justice in behalf of a 
man, who he said, had alréady been 
gta beyond the intention of the 
aw. 

Dist.-Atty. Foote analyzed the evi- 
dence and insisted on a conviction, say- 
ing there were so many circumstances 
agiainst the defendant that the suppo- 
sition of innocence was out of the 
question. 

Before the jury went out, Attorney 
Campbell surprised everybody by mak- 
ing a special request that Deputy Mar- 
shal Gallagher be not appointed to take 
charge of the jury. 

“What do you mean by that?” asked 
Gallagher. 

“T have my reasons,” replied the at- 
torney, who afterward said he had 
heard that Gallagher told some people 
he believed the jury was bribed or that 
some of them had been offered bribes. 
Murshal Baldwin insisted on having the 
court investigate the matter, but At- 
torney Campbel! learned that he was 
mistaken and lafer in the evening he 
apologized to Gallagher.

SHOULD LEAVE TURKEY, 


MINISTER TERRELL’S ADVICE TO 
MISSIONARIES, 


The State Department Furnishes 
the Correspondence on the East- 
ern Question—The Outlook is 
Grave. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Presi- 
dent today made response to the Senate 
resolution of December 4, calling for in- 
formation received by the State De- 
partment respecting affairs in Turkey. 
The response is in the shape of a re- 
port by Secretary Olney, summarizing 
but not including the official corre- 
spondence, and beginning with the 
massacres at Moosh in August, 1894. 

In substance, the Secretary’s report 
recounts all that has been done to pro- 
tect American citizens against rioters; 
shows that while their property has 
suffered in two instances, they have 
not been injured in person; quotes Min- 
ister Terrell as estimating the numbers 
of Armenians killed at 30,000, and, afier 
citing several cases wherein natural- 
ized Americans have been oppressively 
treated, states that proper steps have 
been taken to secure indemnity in all 
cases, and to protect naturalized citi- 
zens in their treaty rights. 

The Secretary quotes Minister Ter- 
rell as notifying the Porte that if one 
of the American women teachers of 
the Armenian school at Hedjin was in- 
jured he would demand the head of 
the governor of Uadjin. Secretary Ol- 
ney closes as follows: “At the present 
moment, the temporary lull in the tur- 
bulence is believed to be more apparent 
than real. <A telegram just received 
from the Minister under date of the 
16th, expresses the gravest apprehen- 
sions concerning the ultimate fate of 
Amercan citizens in the disturbed re- 
gion unless the appalling massacres 
can be stopped by the united efforts 
of the Christian powers. He sees no 
hope, however, of European concert to 
thet end. He says if the missionaries 
wish to leave Turkey, he can procure 
their transportation to Christian ports, 
and adds that women and children 
should quit Turkey.” 


REFUGE ON A CRUISER. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, (Dec. 19.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) The United States 
cruiser Marblehead arrived at Messina, 
Asia Minor, on Tuesday. Rev. Mr. 
Christie, an American missionary, and 
family, as well as a number of other 
families, have sought refuge at Mes- 
sina. Minister Terrell has received dis- 
patches announcng the safety of ‘the 
American missionaries at Marash and 
Aintab. 

Cudgian, the naturalized Armenian- 
American, who was imprisoned at 
Aleppe, and whose release was secured 
by Mr. Terrell as a result of his strong 
protests, embarked here yesterday for 
the United States, under the protection 
of the United States Minister.

HARRY HAYWARD APPARENTLY 
A MUNCHAUSEN. 


Leaves an Ante-Mortem Statement 
in Which He Claims to Have 
Killed Five People. 


His First Marder Was that of Carrie 
Hasse Whom He Shot Near 
Pasadena, Cal. 


After He Beried Her He Couldn't 
Rest—Had Her Body Taken Up 
and Thrown Into the Port 
of Los Angeles. 


({BGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

MINNBAPOLAS, (Minn.,) Dec. 19.— 
The ante-mortem statement of Harry 
E. Hayward, the text of which, mak- 
ing 30,000 words, the Times will print 
tomorrow morning in full, is in many 
respects a most remarkable document. 
It was made under the most formal 
conditions, and with sclemn assertions 
on the murderer’s part that he was tell- 
ing the truth. , 

The full text to be published tomor- 
row gives for the first time the 
name of one of the victims, and other 
important details. which have hereto- 
fore been admitted in the abstracts that 
have been printed. Not only does he 
claim to have murdered during his 
brief career no less than five different 
people, but in describing the various 
tragedies tn which he has figured he 
shows an utter absence of human feel- 
ing and a pleasure in his achievements 
that marks him as an unusual type of 
criminal, .The language used in de- 
scribing his crimimal adventures is in 
the careless, flippant style that charac- 
terized his ¢estimony on the atand. . 

His first murder was that of Carrie 
Hass, neac Pasadena, Cal., and he de- 
scribes the affair thus: 

“I met this girl at a dance, and, to 
cut it short, I k.lled her. She had money 
and I shot her and buried heF. That 
is all of that. I look at it this way. It 
was not much of an amount, it was 
$700 and some odds that she had. I 
gct the money. She would naturally 
holler and I looked at it she would be 
better off dead. There would not be 
anybody to holler around, as she did 
not have any relations. She was young, 
pretty, and a little bit cn the sporting 
order. The money was left her by her 
father. It has always been in my head 
to kill a person and not look at their 
face after they are dead: because 
there’s that mind business—that leaves 
an impression on your mind. That is 
what makes murderers confess. The 
conscience bothers them.” 

He then goes on to describe how he 
got the girl’s money on some pretext, 
inveigled her out to a drive in the 
mountains and how he shot her. It 
was a fizzle, he said, because he did 
not figure out as carefully as he would 
have done later. She d'd not die at 
once, but “flopped around.” He 
burfed her the best he could, but wor- 
ried about fit afterwards and hired a 
man two weeks after to go out and put 
her in a box and throw it imto the 
port of Los Angeles. This man’s 
name, on the principle of honor among 
thieves, he would not tell. Nothing 
had ever come of the matiter. Money, 
he said, was his first object im life; 
girls the second, and travel the third. 

There was a girl in Minneapolis with 
whom he was going and who had $2000 
a year. He had planned to kill ‘her, 
but did not because there was no way 
he could get the money. But he longed 
to do the deed. “She used to make me 
so d——d mad,” sald Hayward, “that 
I wanted to choke her. I can wunder- 
stand how Durrant killed those girls 
in San Francisco with pleasure.”

The name he re- 
fused to tell on the ground that he 
had an accomplice who might get into 
trouble, but this murder was by shoot- 
ing, too, and the body had been thrown 
into the water. 

Then there was a Chinaman killed 
in a gambling quarrel, and the brother 
of a Mexican girl at Paso del Norte, 
and lastly Miss Ging. One of Harry’s 
Auditors asked him if he ever saw 
spooks. He replied that he often saw 
faces, but not of real people. Cather- 
ine Ging had never bothered him after 
death, but the girl whose brother he 
had killed appeared to him before the 
Ging killing and said: “Harry, hook 
out; look out.”’ 

The object of the Ging murder waz 
money and hatred. He hated the girl 
because she was so stingy—he had ob- 
tained $3800 of her money—and mean 
and suspicious. She had a way of pre- 
senting her hands on him and pinch- 
ing him that made him so mad he 
wanted to choke her, an@ could scarce'y 
keep from it until the time was ripe. 
The stories of Blixt and Adry on the 
stand were practically correct, and 
Harry exonerated Adry from all crim- 
inal connection with any of his 
schemes. H5lixt, he said, was surciy 
hypnotized, end was not responsible. 
He felt sure that the man should have 
been given but two or three years in 
prison instead of life sentence. 

In closjn¢g his statement, Haywar) 
said: “ ave told the truth, so help 
me God—if there is a God. If there is. 
He certainly won’t blame me, as I 
have honestly followed the dictates cf 
my conscience. Don’t say I am sorry, 
for I am not.

He admitted knowing a lot about

others.

THE TRACTION STRIKE. 


BACKBONE APPARENTLY AS 
STIFF AS EVER. 


Efforts of the Company are Concen- 
trated on the operation of the 
Market-street Branch — Guards 
Still Maintained—Yesterday’s De- 
velopments. 


(REGULAR ASSOVUIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, (Pa.,) Dee. 19.—The 
third day of the great strike of motor- 
men and conductors of the Union 
Traction Company finds the lines still 
tied up and the backbone of the atrike 
has not been broken. Yesterday sixty- 
one cars were run, out of a total of 
more than two thousand. Today prob- 
ably one hundred are running. All 
these carry more policemen than pas- 
sengers. The Traction Company ap- 
pears to be concentrating its efforts 
today on the Market-street branch. 
As this ‘thoroughfare ts one of the wid- 
est in the city and double-tracked, it 
offers advantages for running cars and 
handling unruly crowds. The cars run 
only at long intervals and each has a 
guard of policemen. 

The office of the United States Mar- 
shal was a busy place today, a notice 
that deputies were wanted having at- 
tracted hundreds 
join the service. The Marshal, pending 
definite instructions from Washington, 
is only taking the addresses of appli- 
cants. Trolley mail-cars were not in- 
terfered wtth this morning. It is 
probable that the presence in each of 
one or more men armed with rifles had 
a deterring effect on the strikers and 
sympathizers. The Ambrlgamated As- 
sociation leaders are in high spirits 
and claim the victory. Railway offi- 
clais declare they will never accede to 
the demands made through this asso- 
ciation, nor recognize it. The strike 
leaders are making every effort to pre- 
serve the peace and induce atrikers to 
refrain from riotous demonstrations. 
An Official of the Traction Company 
estimates that the etrikers are losing 
$9000 a day in wages and the compan 
not less than $30,000. : 

The electricians of the Second and 
Third-street branches struck today, and 
the entire machinery of the road was 
stopped. The electricians at the power- 
house at Delaware avenue and Beach 
street also went out. They have been 
offered increased pay to return to 
work. 

The crowd which blocked Market 
street near the postoffice and threat- 
ened to attack the street cars was 
charged by mounted police and dis- 
persed after a number of heads had 
been bruised with officers’ batons. A 
boy was so badly injured that he may 
die, and a woman was also seriously 


urt. 

Every imaginable kind of conveyance 
was pressed into service today, and 
their enterprising owners thrived by 
running these lines to all parts o* the 
city. Carriages are at a permium. 
There was an incongruous spectacle to- 
night in front of the Academy uf Music, 
where the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
gave aconcert. While private carriages 
were there in plenty, it was not an un- 
usual thing for the crudest kind of a 
cart to drive up and deposit a party of 
ladies and gentlemen in evening cos- 
tume. ‘ 

During the day Market street was the 
Mecca for the strikers and their sympa- 
thizers because of the width -f the 
street and the fact that a double line 
of cars is operated there. In spite of the 
authorities’ orders that all githerings 
consisting of more than five persons 
should be dismissed, the street .7as all 
day lined with a solid mass «f boister- 
ous humanity. The  heavily-cuarded 
cars were run on this line with more 
frequency than on any day since the be- 
ginning of the strike. They were in- 
variably greeted with howls from the 
mob, but only one attempt at violence 
was made, a youthful tough hurling a 
stone through a window. Hie was 
promptly arrested. 

Shortly after the noon hour Market 
street at Ninth, where the postoffice is 
located, became so clogged with people 
that Superintendent of Police Linden 
the squads of 
mounted police, stationed at each cor- 
ner. The onslaught was unexpected, 
and beofre the mob had a chance to 
break, the horses were pushed to the 
sidewalk, and the policemen, about 
twenty-four in number, bore down with 
swinging clubs. Several broken heads 
resulted, but the unruly. element was 
effectually checked. At other points 
along the street there were minor out- 
breaks, all of which were easily quelled. 

With nightfail the saloons again ob- 
served the Mayor’s order to close, and 
every car was withdrawn from the 
streets. This resulted in a restoration 
of quiet. The employees of the Heston- 
ville, Mantus and Fairmount line, 
which is not involved, because it is not 
in. the union company, turned over 
$1803 of their agregate wages to the 
strikers. A number of projects are on 
foot by sympathizers looking to finan- 
clal aid and several popular subscrip- 
tions have been opened. This action is 
evidently timely, for today appeals to 
the committee began to arrive from 
penniless strikers. 

What is regarded as the company’s 
last card was issued this afternoon. It 
was in the shape of a notice posted in 
all depots, ordering the men to report 
for duty as usual at 4 o’clock to mor- 
row morning and declaring that ail 
who fail to observe the order shall no 
longer be in the service of the com- 
pany. It had no apparent effect on the 
men. 

LATER:—The traction strike situa- 
tion tonight is practically unchanged. 
Cars were running on some lines during 
the day under heavy police guard, but 
at dusk they were all withdrawn, and 
tonight are in their stables. Up to a 
late hour tonight the electrical workers 
of the company were in session. They 
passed resolutions of sympethy for the 
strikers, appropriated $25 for their aid, 
and said they. still were willing to go 
on a strike when the request is made. 
All day rumors of arbitration were 
plentiful. The strikers were willing to

| Mayne’s headquarters at the Hotel Al- 


bermarle, according to advices from 
that city, is a busy place. 

Sheriff Burr and his trusty deputy, 
ex-Sheriff Martin Aguirre, in person 
conducted the invalid prisoner to the 
city of bay and climate, that he might 
4 tale unfold to the grand jury now sit- 
ting at the Silver Gate, anent the al- 
leged boodlers connected with the fa- 
mous San Diego water deal. 

Mayne appeared to be in good spirits 
as he was led from the jail. The excite- 
ment incident to the trip, and the first 
sniff of fresh air which he has enjoyed 
outside prison walls for many weeks, 
evidently stimulated the culprit and 
gave him renewed strength. 

The party took the morning train 
and arrived in San Diego at noon. They 
were met at the train by Mayne’s at- 
torneys, J. L. Copeland and W. J. Mur- 
phy, who conducted them to the Alber- 
marie, where the prisoner was as- 
signed a comfortable room, with Sher- 
iff Burr and Deputy Aguirre quartered 


near by, to keep him under constant 
surveillance. 


A special dispatch to The Times from 
San Diego says old acquaintances 
there who saw Mayne thought that he 
looked as well physically as ever, bar- 
ring the change made in his appearance 
by his beard and the paleness incident 
to his long imprisonment. 

The opinion is freely expressed that 
Mayne wiil seize the opportunity to es- 
cape, if the slightest chance to do so 
is afforded him. It is only a few miles 
from San Diego to the Mexican line, 
and Mayne once across the border 
would bid California prisons and of- 
ficers adieu forever.

At 1:35 o'clock 
this afternoon, Mrs. Shipton, Della and 
the younger daughter came to this city 
and are at a hotel, where they will give 
themselves up to Sheriff Burr, in ac- 
cordance with an agreement made sev- 
eral days ago. Mrs. Shipton and Della 
will also have an interview with 
Mayne before they go north. Mayne

smbor and the Army. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch, December 39:) 
The difference of opinion between 
two representatives of such op- 
posing elements as Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles and Eugene V. Debs with 
regard to the increase of the United 
States army is a characteristic of the 
times. That Debs, whose sympathetic 
strike led him to a pass where military 
power of the government was the chief 
obstacle to his supplanting civil gov- 
ernment with a dictatorship, should be 
opposed to any increase of the army 
is natural. But it is a singular feature 
of the time that many intelligent rep- 
resentatives of labor, who utterly de- 
clined to be led away by Debs’s at- 
tempt to set up a dictatorship, share 
with him the dislike of an increase of 
the military strength of the govern- 
ment. 

Why should organized labor oppose 
the army? We may be sure that it is 
not from any opposition to having a 
reasonable military defense if the na- 
tion should be suddenly attacked by a 
foreign foe. No class would rally to the 
defense of the government more 
promptly than labor, if there should be 
any invasion. The antagonism  un- 
doubtedly arises from the expectation 
that an army of more than its present 
size would be employed to repress dis- 
orders in industrial centers. But the 
laboring men of intelligence know that 
nothing is really more fatal to indus- 
try than riots and lawlessness; and that 
the class which suffers most from it is 
labor itself. We learned that here in 
1877, and it has been learned every- 
where else that law has been suspended 
by mobs. To demagogues who hope to 
gain notoriety or power by such disor- 
ders this may be an objection. Per- 
haps that is the ground of Debs’s ob- 
jection; although he himself furnishes 
a reason why he should not object. He 
has claimed that the disorders of his 
famous strike were committed by peo- 
ple outside his organization and against 
his wishes. If that is so what possible 
reason is there for his objection to the 
troops, which simply put a stop to that 
disorder? 

The real objection to the army is the 
indefinite fear that it may be used to 
force men to work against théir wishes. 
If there was ever such an employment 
of the military it was a gross injustice. 
But a moment’s consideration will show 
how futile that fear is. The United 
States army is subject only to the or- 
ders of the government; the govern- 
ment is subject to the orders of the 
people. If the people exercise their au- 
thority intelligently, therefore, they can 
fully provid® that the military arm shal! 
be used only to maintain peace an@ @ivil 
law, and never to encroach on the lib- 
erties of the humblest .laborer. 

This is the point that the working- 
men should consider. The active and 
judicious use of their suffrages for hon- 
est government gives them the power 
of restricting the military force to its 
proper functions. The abuse of that 
power is more easily restrained than in- 
sidious relations to control the actions 
of courts or legislatures against the in- 


| terests of the people. The laboring men 


need not fear that an army increased 
as much as Gen. Miles proposes can in- 
fringe on their liberties; but they should 
employ all their political activity ‘to ex- 
pose and defeat the means by which 
legislatures and courts have been infiu- 
enced in the interest of dishonest cor-

GETTING THEIR EYES OPEN. 


The British newspapers, which at 
first affected to treat President Cleve- 
land’s Venezuela message as & good 
joke, are rapidly losing their hilarious- 
ness, and are beginning to realize that 
the situation has a serious aspect. The 
prompt action of the Republican 
House of Representatives, in passing 
without a dissenting voice Mr. Hitt’s 
bill appropriating $100,000 for the ex- 
penses of a Venezuelan commission, in 
accordance with the recommendations 
of the President, seems to have acted 
as an eye-opener upon the Britishers. 


shows beyond doubt that the President 
is supported in his position by the rep- 


resentatives of the American peopie, |” 


and inferentially by the people them- 
selves, 

British cousins had laid the flatter- 
ing unction to their souls that the 
President's message was a petty piece 
of political clap-trap, put forth to serve 
the exigencies of an approaching cam- 
paign. Common-sense should have 
taught them that so grave an affair of 
diplomacy could not thus be trifled 
with; but in their fatuous self-delusion 
they failed to perceive this obvious 
fact, and talked glibly of President 
Cleveland's appearance in the role of 
*“tail-twister”’ to the British lion, with 
other “jokes” of similar tenor. 

Mr. Bayard’s utterances had created 


that no patriotism exists in the United 
States, and that our political methods 
are composed wholly of basé intrigues, 
selfish ambitions and sordid bargain- 
ings. Reasoning from this assump- 
tion, the English evidently expected 
that President Cleveland would not re- 
ceive the support of Congress; because 
its majority belongs to a different po- 
litical party from that to which Mr. 
Cleveland owes allegiance. With the 
prompt and patriotic action of the 
House, the English awakening to the 
true facts of the situation began. The 
truth must have come home to the 
British mind with something like a 
shock. It sobered the flippancy of the 
English press, which is now willing to 
admit that this affair is not so much of 
a joke as it appeared to be at first. 

From silliness the English papers 
have taken to bluster, and are talking 
a great deal about British prowess, the 
superiority of the English navy, etc. 
We have heard this sort of talk before, 
and know something of its value. It 
will have not a feather’s weight of ef- 
fect in the controversy. 


Critical as is the situation, armed 
conflict is not at present imminent. 
Diplomacy has not done its final work, 
and may yet find a peaceful solution of 
the difficulty. But that solution will 
not come through a recession on the 
part of this government from the posi- 
tion so clearly and plainly set forth by 
President Cleveland. It must come, if 
at all, through an amicable adjustment 
of the dispute between Great Britain 
and Venezuela, or a demonstration that 
the British claims are just, or a square 
back-down on the part of Great Brit- 
ain. Any one of these contingencies 
is possible. Neither can really be re- 
garded as probable. 

The events of the near future may 
possibly open some other door to amic- 
able adjustment. Or they may, on the 
other hand, add to the stress of the 
situation. Venezuelan patriotism has 
been fanned into sudden flame by the 
news from Washington. The little re. 
public will naturally be less tolerant 
than ever of British aggression. If 
megotiations are reopened, Venezuela 
will beldly demand her full rights. In 
ease of a disagreement, hostilities 
might be precipitated on short notice. 
We could not do otherwise than to in- 


in advance of any formal declaration 
on either side. 

As stated above, war is not at pres- 
ent imminent. But those cheerful opti- 
mists who declare that war between 
the United States and Great Britain is 
“impossible” are harboring & singular 
delusion. The issues joined are pro- 
founder than they imagine. The boun- 
daries of Venezuela are of minor con- 
sequence in comparison with the dom- 
ination of a hemisphere. 


Today the Senate will consider the 
House bill authorizing a Venezuelan 
commission and appropriating $100,000 
to pay the expenses thereof. There is 
a disposition on the part of some 
Senators to delay the passage of the 
measure by referring it to the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. For the sake 
of deliberation in action, such refer- 
ence may be advisable; yet, the scope 
of the bill is as well understood now 
as it would be after a month's consid- 
eration by the committee. It simply 
provides for the appointment of a com- 
mission to ascertain the precise facts 
as to the merits of conflicting claims 
in Venezuela. Facts are needed at the 
present juncture. The object of the 
proposed commission is to obtain facts. 
A patriotic example has been set by 
the House. The Senate, though more 
deliberate in action, may be trusted in 
this emergency. 


The street-car strike in Philadelphia 
is developing the usual phases. In- 
cipient riot, held in check only by 
armed authority, offers a constant 
menace to the public peace and safety. 
The real merits of the controversy 
have been obscured by the reign of 
terror which has been inaugurated. It 
is an oft-told tale repeated once again, 
and will probably result, as is usually 
the case, in the defeat of the strikers. 


Senator Sherman is conceded’ to be 
the ablest financier in the Senate, and 
it has been very generally supposed 
that he would be made chairman of 
the Finance Committee. But the Re- 
ublican caucus of the Senate has 
slated Senator Sherman for the-chair- 
manship of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, assigning the Finance Com- 
mittee chairmanship to Senator Mor- 
rill. 


It is stated that one of the pets that 
President Cleveland brought to Wash- 
ington from Gray Gables is “an old 
owl which sits solemnly perched upon 
his shoulder while he writes.” “The 
question naturally arises, did the old 
owl sit on Grover’s shoulder while he 
indited the Venezuelan message? 


Quite naturally, there was un- 
bounded rejoicing in Venezuela when 
the good news from Washington was 
received. It is to be hoped that the 
enthusiasm of the Venezuelans will not 
overstep their prudence. Rashness at 
the present juncture might precipitate 


a conflict which could otherwise be 
avoided. 


England refuses to recognize Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s proposed Venezuelan 
commission. But it doesn’t really mat- 
ter whether England recognizes the 
commission or not. 


Since Grover gave Salisbury the 
marble heart he is far less popular in 
England than formerly. But we love 
him all the more for the enemies he 
has made, 


Yes, Mr. Cleveland, it is unmistaka- 
bly a condition, not a theory, that con- 
fronts us at-the present time. 


AT THE PLAYHOUSES,

THEY'RE ALL RIGHT. 


SENATORS STANDING BY THE 
MONROE DOCTRINE. 


Due Deliberation is Recommended, 
buat mo One Endeavors to 
Shirk Consequences. 


Senator Sherman Doesn’t Anticipate 
War—Mr. Teller Doesn’t Care 
if There Is. 


Senator Chandler Produces a Peti- 
tion Which Was Sent to Parlia- 
ment Asking for Arbitration. 
Mr. Allen’s Objections. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—SENATE. 
--Tne spirit of Americanism still 
brooded over the Senate today, but al- 
though eyery Senator who spoke upon 
the subject endorsed the position of the 
President, all expressed the opinion 
that war would not result. The “war 
talk” of the last few days attracted t» 
the galleries large crowds, who fol- 
lowed tne debate with intense interest. 

The immediate question before the 
Senate was the bill appropriating $10°,- 
000 to defray the expenses of the com- 
mittee recommended by the President. 
There was some difference of opin.on 
as to what disposition should be made 
of it, the general opinion being that 
it should go to the Committee on For- 
e:gn Relations. The debate had no 
practical result, as Mr. Allen of Ne- 
braska, a Populist, objected to the 
second reading of the bill. 

Before the debate on the Venezuelan 
question occurred, Senator Cockrell 
presented with a favorable report the 
resolution for a holiday recess begin- 
ning tomorrow, but Senator Chandler 
of New Hampshire asked that it lie on 
the tabie. 

Senator Allen caused a broad smile 
to go around the chamber when he 
asked for the immediate consideration 
of a leretby resolution reciting that, in 
view of the possible contingency of war 
with Great Britain as a result of the 
cunflict over the Vemezuelan boundary 
digpuce, and that the first essential in 
time of war was money, the Commitiee 
on Finence be instructed to fnquire 
into the advisability of opening the 
mints to the free cofmage of silver. 
After some good-natured sparring, Sen- 
ator Gorman of Maryland objected to 
its consideration. 

The President’s message, trans nit- 
ting the Armenian correspondence, was 
laid before the Senate. 

When the House Venezuelan bill 
came up, Senator Morgan immediately 
moved to refer it to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations and took thé floor 
in support of his motion. The Senate 
was all attention and the galleries lis- 
tened eagerly. Mr. Morgan spoke care- 
fully. The Senate should not be hasty, 
he said. The bill should be, in his 
opinion, deliberated upon as long as 
necessary to secure an absolutely cor- 
rect judgment, and he concurred with 
Senator Sherman in the belief that it 
should first have its consideration in 
the committee; but (and here he 
paused) he wanted it distinctly under- 
stood that he would oppose such a ref- 
erence unless it was made with the dis- 
tinct understanding that Congress 
should not take the holiday recess until 
it was reported back. 

While the Senate should proceed 
slowly and with all possible speed, de- 
bay, he said, would perhaps lead to the 
formation of an incorrect opinion here, 
Mm Venezuela, and in Great. Britain. It 
was,of the highest importance that the 
position of this country should not be 
misunderstood. The real purpose of 
the deliberate consideration of the 
bill by the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations was to give that committee an 
opportunity to decide whether it was 
wise now for Congress to extend the 
bill so as to include the definite ex- 
pression of our policy, or to give the 
matter to the full and unbiased action 
of the. President. 

In the exercise of the President’s 
constitutiomal power, he could form and 
shape that policy in whatever man- 
ner he chose. Here Senator Morgan 
drew a striking flustration of what 
he meant. In the Hawaiian affair, Mr. 
Cleveland, in the exercise of his power, 
had sent to Hawaii a commissioner to 
obtain certain information. He took 
that action without the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. And when Mr. 
Blount’s report was mde, the debate 
on it was largely devoted to the ques- 
tions of the President’s power. pur- 
poses, etc. In other words, if Mr. Blount 
had been appointed by virtue of an act 
of Congress, Congress, and not the ex- 
ecutive, would have been responsible, 
and there could have been no possible 
issue between the 
executive branches of the governmnt. 

The question now presented, there- 
fore, was whether Congress should at 
this time blaze the policy of the United 
States or leave it in the President’s 
hands as still in the field of diplomacy. 
He did not want it understood, how- 
ever, that a difference of feeling existed 
between Congress and the executive. 
It was only a question of method, not 
of principle now. So far as the Monroe 
doctrine was concerned, that had not 
been definitely settled by the action 
of the President.. Mr. Cleveland’s mes- 
sage and more particularly Mr. Olney’s 
to the British Prime Minister placed 
the Monroe doctrine in a clear, sub- 
stantial and unequivocal light before 
the world, and any action Congress 
took in affirming it, whether by the 
passage of the House bill, amended or 
unamended, could not be mistaken. 

Mr. Morgan c@ngratulated the coun- 
try that the consummation had been 
reached. He said he was incapable of 
expressing the gratitude he felt over 
this clear-cut and definite enunciation 
of an American doctrine founded on 
love and reverence for American ideas 
of government and rooted and ground- 
ed in the spirit of our institutions. 
It was a conclusion comporting with 
the dignity of the United States as a 
government and the prestige of our 
people as a nation. The great Amer- 
ican doctrine fixed definitely the atti- 
tude of the United States and warned 
the world,that it would be maintained 
and enforced. 

Continuing, after reading extracts 
from Secretary Olney’s dispatches, Mr. 
Morgan said the Secretary’s conclu- 
sions were in harmony with his own 
ideas. “This, is,’”’ he said, ‘am Ameri- 
can doctrine, such as the Secretary of 
State formulated, and one which, when 
it becomes applicable in a material 
way to a country on the Western Hem- 
isphere, it behooves us to support. We 
shall certainly. stand committed to the 
maintenance of this doctrine after the 
adoption of this resolution.”’ 

He should prefer, he said, to leave 
the matter in the hands of the Pres- 
ident, who had shown no disposition to 
shirk his responsibility so far. is 
attitude had been courageous, firm and 
decisive. He for one was willing, after 
decorous investigation, to adopt the 
President’s suggestion and pass the 
resolution. Nevertheless, as there were 
those who desired to suggest amend- 
ments, he thought the measure should 
be referred and acted upon by com- 
mittee, but with the reference made, he 
would be of the number who would 
enter a- protest against any adjourn- 
ment for the holidays until the ques- 
tion was disposed of. 

Senator Sherman. followed Senator 


Morgan, saying that he heartily ap- 


plauded what had been said by Mr. 
Morgan. The Monroe doctrine he con- 
sidered of the highest importance to 
the civilized world, but the importance 
of the question only emphasized the 
necessity for deliberation in its consid- 


eration. He thought the resolution 


legislative 


should be amended and that it should 
go to the committee for this purpose. 

“There 4s no hurry,” he said. “The 
eontroversy will not be settled in a day 
nor in a month, and I do not believe 
that a war between Great Britain and 
the United States will form a feature 
of the settlement. I do not contemplate 
nor wish to contemplate a hostile result. 
I have seen enough of war to dread ite 
consequences, and I believe that Great 
Britain will soon realize that she has 
too much at stake to invite a hostile 
encounter with this country.” 

But while he held this view, he be- 
lieved the President right in taking the 
position that the United States, as the 
strongest nation on this hemisphere, 
should not permit weaker nations on 
this side of the Atlantic to be trampled 
upon by European powers. This it was 
right and proper to say. Nor did he be- 
lieve that the English people would 
support their officials in refusing to 
submit the question to arbitration. The 
Monroe doctrine, he said, was of Eng- 
lish asi well as of American origin; as 
a matter of fact, it had been more the 
doctrine of -Mr. Canning than of Mr. 
Monroe. 

Senatom Shéfritan concluded with an 
appeal for proceeding in an orderly 
manner. “‘Let us,” said he, “show no 
haste and no anxiety, but simply pursue 
the path of duty as laid out before us,” 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts fol- 
lowed Sherman in a vigorous speech. 
He said he was not in haste, but. he 
thought the time for the committee re- 
port should be limited and gave notice 
of an amendment providing the com- 
mission should report by April. He did 
not think the Monroe doctrine could be 
upheld as a proposition of international 
law, but he believed it should be sup- 
ported as we supported,the Declaration 
of Independence, because it was our 
doctrine. 

When Mr. Dodge concluded Senator 
Voorhees of Indiana took the floor. He 
said he saw no reason why action 
stHould not be taken now. There was, 
he declared, no reason for further in- 
vestigation. He was not contemplating 
war, but what was right. “We all,” he 
said, “have faith in the Monroe doc- 
trine,” but if any man’s faith had been 
shaken, he invited him to read Secre- 
tary Olney’s dispatch and be reassured 
by that document, which was, he de- 
clared, the equal of any state paper 
which ever emanated from the depart- 
ment over which Mr. Olney presides. 

Mr. Voorhees said that he was not 
hasty in this matter and called atten- 
tion to the deliberate proceedings of the 
British authorities on the question. As 
a preliminary, he was willing that the 
disputed territory should be _ investi- 
gated, but the Senator from Ohio (Mr. 
Sherman) was more magnanimous to- 
ward Great Britain than he (Voorhees.) 

Mr. Sherman thought that a great 
government like Great Britain would 
not set up a claim unless it was just. 
Every parallel of latitude and longitude 
on the maps of the world. said Mr. 
Voorhees vehemently, negatived that 
statement. They showed everywhere 
Great Britain’s insatiable maw. Every 
map of the disputed territory now un- 
der discussion which Mr. Sherman had 
displayed, demonstrated the truth of 
what he maintained. It showed that 
Great Britain had gradually pushed 
forward her boundary until her terri- 
tory had grown from 70,000 to 100,000 
square miles. By silent encroachment 
Great Britain had laid claims to terri- 
tory Jarger than the State represented 
by the Senator (Sherman.) 

Senator Voorhees scouted the idea 
that there might be war. “There is no 
fear of war,”’ he said. He had a horror 
of war, as Others had. But he pointed 
to Canada as a hostage, held from 
Great Britain as a guarantee of peace. 
with Canada at our mercy Great Brit- 
ain would not dare to fight. With Great 
Britain’s commerce on the high seas at 
stake there would be no war. He ad- 
verted to the war of 1812 as conclusive 
evidence that England would not again 
jeopardize her commerce. “No,” said 
Senator Voorhees, “there would be an 
adjustment, but it should be known 
and understood on both sides of the 
ocean that the colonizing schemes of 
Great Britain had their limit on this 
continent. If England can take the 
territory of Venezuela, she can take 
Mexican State of Chihauhau and 
push her cannons across our borders. 
We were not asking what was unjust. 
We had simply asked Great Britain to 
a a dispute to impartial arbitra- 

on. 

“Great Britain has taken six months 
to reject that wise proposal,” said Mr. 
Voorhees, in conclusion. “Now let us 
go forward as a justification of our po- 
sition and examine the controversy. Let 
Great Britain have what belongs to 
her and not an inch more.” 

Senator Allen of Nebraska (Pop.) ob- 
jected to a second reading of the bill 
which would carry it over until tomor- 
row. In a short speech he said he did 
not expect there would be any war. He 
thought the amendment proposed by 
Senator Lodge meant there would be 
meg of a political war than anything 
else. 

Senator Hawley of Connecticut said 
it was not so much a case of war as 
of information.

Senator Chandler then sent to the 
desk and had read a petition dated Feb- 
ruary 19, 1895, to the President and Con- 
gress of the United States, signed by 
several hundred members of the Brit- 
ish House of Commons, praying that 
the United States would enter into a 
treaty for the arbitration of all inter- 
national questions. Senator Chandler 
made no comment on the petition. 

Senator Teller of Colorado followed 

with a vigorous speech, in which he 
took the ground that, although it was 
in the power of the executive to obtain 
the information he desired without the 
aid of Congress, having asked Congress 
to sanction his course, it was the duty 
of Congress to give it. He heartily ap- 
proved of the message, but he had ex- 
pected it. He had never believed that 
the government could reach a point of 
decadency where it would turn its back 
on a doctrine of seventy years’ stand- 
ing. This traditional policy should not 
be called the Monroe doctrine. It was 
founded on the right of self-defense. 
European countries pushed it, applying 
it to the equipoise of European states as 
Americans did to those on the Ameri- 
can continent, The United States sim- 
ply maintained that no country should 
be allowed to arrogate to itself power 
enough to threaten us. We must main- 
tain the independence of the South 
American republics from European 
control to ensure our own safety in the 
future. 
Recurring to the bill before the Sen- 
ate, he said there was no cause for 
haste. He cared not if it remained in 
the committee a month. England 
would not misinterpret the delay. She 
had had this American doctrine dinned 
into her ears by each succeeding Sec- 
retary of State. He reviewed the in- 
vasion of Mexico, Mr. Seward’s reit- 
eration of the Monroe doctrine, and the 
disclaimer of the European powers that 
there was any intention of dismember- 
ing Mexico. 

He did not believe this controversy 
would eventuate into war. If there was 
war, however, it would not only be the 
greatest war of modern times, but of all 
history, because it would be a universal 
war. Should we go to war, he said, 
we would not be without allies abroad. 
He sketched the conflicting interests of 
the European powers. They would not 
stand idly by and see England create 
a domination over America. They.were 
all guarded by self-interest. It was to 
the interest of some to see the prestige 
of England destroyed on land and sea. 
Russia wes crowding down toward In- 
dia, and she had extensive schemes in 
the Orient. This was a trifling matter.

Yet if necessary, she would give her 
voice for war rather than see our 


ving the President every aid comport- 
ng with the dignity of the United 
Siates without reference to the conse- 
quences. 

This concluded the debate for today. 

Senator Morgan again asked Senator 

Hen if he would withdraw his objec- 
tion, but Senator Allen declined to 
yleld. Accordingly the bill remained 
on the table. 

Senator Voorhees. offered a resolu- 
tion, and asked that it be referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
authorizing the Secretary of State to 
pay to Susan Waller, the wife of ex- 
Consul Waller at Tamatave, Madagas- 
car, $1500 for the support of herself and 
children, pending an investigation of 

r. Waller’s imprisonment by the 
French under sentence of court-mar- 
tial. It was referred, and then Sena- 
tor Call of Florida brought forward 
the resolution which had been before 
the Senate yesterday, and esked that 
it be amended so as to make an in- 
quiry merely whether “corrupt means, 
bribery or free transporatation,” had 
been employed to influence elections in 
Florida. 

Before any action was taken the 
Senate at 2:25 o’clock went into execu- 
tive session, and at 2:45 o'clock ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

When Senator Morgan arrived he 
moved ito refer the resolution to the 
Foreign Relations Committee, and was 
supported by Senator Sherman. Both 
made speeches supporting the Presi- 
dent, but protesting against haste. Sen- 
ator Sherman also expressed his belief 
that there would be no war, and that 
ey matter could be adjusted peace- 
ably. 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts fol- 
lowed Senator Sherman in a vigorous 
speech. He said he was not in haste, 
but he thought the time for the com- 
mittee to report should be limited, and 

ave notice of an amendment, provide 
ng that the commission should report 
by April 1. He did not think the Mon- 
roe doctrine could be upheld as a prop- 
osition of international law, but he be- 
lieved it should be supported as we sup- 
ported the Declaration of Independence, 
because it was our doctrine. 

Senator Voorhees took ground in fa- 
vor of immediate action. He said Great 
Britain took five months to say that 
she would not arbitrate. He thought 
we should not make any further delay, 
but appoint a commission to see what 
belonged to Great Britain, and give 
her that and no more. He did not be- 
lieve there was any danger of war, but 
thought that the dignity of the United 
States demanded that.Congress should 
act without further delay. 

Serator Allen of Nebraska, (Populist,) 
objected to the second reading of the 
bill, which would carry it over until 
tomorrow. In a short. speech he said 
that he did not expect there would be 
any war. He thought the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Lodge meant there 
would be more of a political war than 
anything else. 

Senator Hawley of Connecticut said 
it was not so much a case of war as 
of information.

Senator Chandler read a petiton

Senator Teller said that Congress 
should uphold the President. He never 
expected to see a President who would 
not uphold the Monroe doctrine. As an 
American dactrine it was not interna- 
tional law. Facts were what were now 
wanted, to learn if the doctrine fitted 
the present case. Senator Teller said 
there was no need of haste. The boun- 
dary question was one of long standing 
and Great Britain was taking no extra- 
ordinary steps in regard: to it. He did 
not care if the committee took a month 
to consider the bill. No impression of 
the solidarity of the United States 
woutd be given to the world by unduly 
hurrying. He was not in favor of. war. 
War between the United States and 
Great Brtain- would be the -greatest 
struggle since the days of Alexander, 
and anyone familiar with ‘the condi- 
tions today must know that it would be 
a universal war. In his judgment there 
poh ng be no war over so trivial a ques- 
tion. 

At the conclusion of Senator Teller’s 
speech Senator Morgan said he would 
like to have the bill referred to the For- 
eign Relations Committee, but unless 
the objection to its second reading was 
withdrawn It would have to remain on 
the table till tomorrow. 

Senator Allen refused to withdraw, 
and so the bill goes over until tomor- 
row. 

Mr. Morgan said there Was a resolu- 
tion relating to this general subject be- 
fore the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions and he intended to call a meet- 
ing of the committee tomorrow to con- 
sider not only this bill, but also the 
rescluton. As the matter now stands 
no action can be taken on the bill until 


tomorrow.

CREDITORS MOURNING THE DiIs- 
APPEARANCE OF H, L. WYATT. 


He Recelved Money for the Partial 
Compiction of a House He Was 
Building, Representing that Ma- 
terial Men and Others Had 

Been Paid. 


=H. Wyatt, or H. Wyatt, whichever 
his name may be, is an archtect, con- 
tractor and builder whose creditors 
would very much like to see him. But it 
might be a bad half-hour for him if 
they were to do so. They would be 
likely to ask him numerous questions 
which tt would be difficult for him to 
answer to their satisfaction. ‘ 

According to the owner of the build- 
ing Wyatt entered into a contract a 
few weeks ago for the construction of 
the flats which have been partially 
bullt on the east side of Moore street, 
between Eighth and Ninth. The con- 
tract specified that the work should be 
done for a certain price, payable in-in- 
stallments. These installments were to 
be paid to him one at a time as the 
work progressed to certain stages. 

Accordingly when the work had pro- 
gressed to a certain stage he received 
the amount which the contract pro- 
vided should be paid af’that time. Be- 
fore receivng the amount he presented 
receipts purporting to show he had 
paid for lumber, for brick, for plumb- 
ing and for certain other things. These 
vouchers appeared to be entirely satis- 
factory and the money claimed to be 
due at the time.was accordingly paid 
to him. 

Among the items which made up the 
sum paid to him was $600 for lumber. 
It was afterward learned that the slips 
he had presented purporting to be re- 
ceipts for lumber were merely the 
written statements, each of which, ac- 
cording to the custom of lumber 
dealers, had been sent with one of 
several 


dealers, it was found, had not received 
their pay as represented. 

A part of the lumber which was rep- 
resented? to have been paid for was 
taken back by the dealers, thus reduc- 
ing the loss of the owner in this in- 
stance from $600 to $475. 

The papers purporting to be receipts 
which Wyatt showed made quite a 
bundle. Besides those which were 
found to be only slips for lumber there 
was in the pack, when he showed it, 
what was represented by him to be a re- 
ceipt from a dealer for $300 for brick 
furanshed. When the bundle was ex- 
amined two days later this particular 
receipt was not in &. 

Among the other purported receipts 
presented was one from a plumber for 
$300. It was learned that the plumber 
had signed this receipt, although he 
had not delivered any goods nor re- 
ceived any money. Wyatt, the plumber 
said, had agreed to pay him $1500 for 
the plumbing, but had explained that he 
desired to have it appear that he was 
paying $1800 for the job. The plumber, 
led to believe that it was all right, 
signed a receipt for the difference, the 
amount being $300. 

A few days after Wyatt was paid 
the sum shown by the purported re- 
ceipts to be due, the state of affairs 
above described was discovered. Sub- 
contractors and others engaged on the 
work began to make inquiries as to 
his whereabouts, and, not finding him, 
they asked the owner what to do. He 
told them that, as far as he was con- 
cerned, they need not proceed with the 
work, and it has since been abandoned. 

Wyatt has been missing since one 
week ago last Monday. The owfter of the 
unfinished building will probably not 
prosecute him. The missing man has 
on different occasions given his name 
as H. L. Wyatt and as H.. Wyatt... He 
is rted to have two or three other 
creditors in this cty.

COMPANY OF CALIFORNIA. 


Two Operators of the Concern 
Arrested on Indictment — The 
Scheme Alleged Much the Same 

as That of the United Indemity 
Company. 


J. L. Fulkerson and G. M. Stevens of 
the Interstate Mutual Investment Com- 
pany of California were arrested yes- 
terday on indictment by the Federal 
grand jury, charging them with using 
the United States mails for a lottery 
scheme. 

The plan under which it is charged 
the company operates is much the same 
as that of the United Indemnity Com- 
pany, the methods of which have been 
quite fully described in The Times. 

This plan is to issue certificates hav- 
ing attached to them ten coupons each, 
The value of .these coupons at maturity 
is $50 apiece. The certificates are num- 
bered serially, corresponding with the 
order in which they are issued, and the 
coupons are also serially -numbered. 
Certificate No. 1 bears coupons Nos. 1 
to 10. Certificate No. 2 bears coupons 
Nos. 11 to 20, and so on to the highest 
number issued. 

The price of the certificates is $5 each. 
The purchaser of one is thereafter re- 
quired to pay $1.50 per month or suffer 
certain penalties. The first coupons. to 
be paid are Nos. 1, 3, 9, 27, and so on to 
the highest numbered coupon sold, then 
Nos. 2, 6, 18, 54 and so on to the high- 
est number sold, then reverting to Nos. 
4, 12, 36 and so on, always paying in the 
multiple order to the highest number 
sold and reverting to the lowest number 
unpaid. 

It will be seen by a little computation 
that when the multiple has been fol-

Rat Little More Likely to Come This 
Winter. 

Inspector Stanley for the State Dairy 
Bureau has returned from a trip to 
San Diego, where he went for the pur- 
pose of investigating complaints that 
oleomargarine is being shipped in there. 
He says that, as far as he was able to 
learn, there is little or none of it be- 


The decrease in the price of butter, 
he says, will soon do away with the 
sale of oleomargarine in Southern Call- 
fornia for several months. The stuff 
is retailing for about 20 cents a pound 
while good butetr is selling from 25 
to 30 cents per pound. The increase in 
grass brought on by winter rains, will 
soon probably produce a marked in- 
crease in the quantity of butter. 

‘Large quantities of it are shipped di- 
rectly from the manufactories to Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Texas, and vati- 
ous places In the South. The scarcity 
of butter which will occur in the East 
during the winter months will be likely 
to divert the oleomargarine trade in 
that direction.

Judge McKinley Makes the Jurors 
Mappy by Deciding the Mileage 
Question in Their Favor. 


Eightcen Claimants for the Reward 
in the Kid Thempson Capture. 
Horse and Buggy Stolen. 
Lawn’s Case Goes Over. 


Councilmen Munson and Kingery 
have discovered that contractors are 
contiInulmg to take dirt from a public 
street contrary to the Cowncil’s instruc- 
tions. A number of recommendations 
were prepared by the Sewer Commit- 
tee of the Council yesterday. 

The jurors all over the Courthouse 
were jubMant yesterday over the de- 
cision which secures their mileage, the 
Attorney-General and ‘the Board of 
Supervisors to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Judge Van Dyke's court was 
crowded with claimants for blood 
money in the Kid Thompson case, 
which is now before the courts on 
writs of intervention. 


AT THE CITY HALL, 


WATER WORKS QUESTION. 


Its Agitation Will Begin in the Near 
Fatuare. 

Next Monday the case of the City vs. 
A. E. Pomeroy will come up before 
Judge Shaw, this being, as is well 
known, an attempt on the part of the 
city to secure the condemnation of land 
belonging to the defendant, for the pur- 
pose of building the headworks of a 
water system by the city upon the site. 
On Monday the case will be set for 
trial, the time of which is not expected 
to be later than the middle of February, 
1596 


Money to purchase this land has, it 
will be remembered, been obtained from 
the sale of bonds by the city, and as 
soon as the proper site is purchased, ar- 
rangemnts will at once be made for the 
sale of bonds amounting to at least 
$500,000 to begin the construction of the 
headworks and all that pertains to its 
operation. 

As far back as 1891, J. H. Dockweliler, 
then the City Engineer of Los Angeles, 
prepared a lengthy and exhaustive re- 
port on the subject of a water supply 
system, which was subfhitetd to a spe- 
cial Council committee called the Water 
Supply Committee. In his report the 
Engineer stated that the Los Angeles 
River carries sufficient water to supply 
all the future needs of the city... The 
nature of the stream is such, howver, 
that the supply must be drawn .from 
different parts of-the stream, that is, 
from points at different elevations, as: 
the river is fed by springs and other 
subterranean sources as it descends, A 
supply of water amouhting to 38,580,000 
gallons a day, can be obtained from the 
river. Allowing 200 gallons a head a 
day, this water would suffice for a pop- 
ulation of 193,000 persons. To effectively 
filter the water and remove all objec- 
tionable matter, special arrangements 
will have to be provided. The sources 
of supply and location of the main res- 
ervoirs as well as the complexion of the 
city make it necessary for economic 
reasons to divide the city into three 
districts, each supplied by an independ- 
ent system. v8 

In his report Engineer Dockweiler 
submitted twa separate plans for a wa- 
ter supply system, one to cost $3,277,- 
000 and another $2,966,000. The daily 
expense for pumping under one plan 
would be $298, and the other $95. These 
figures as to the cost of the plant did 
not include estinmtates for land for res- 
ervoir sites, fire hydrants, meters or 
pressure regulators, which would cost 
$100,000. For this sum 1000 meters, 1600 
pressure regulators and 1000 tire hy- 
drants could be purchased. 

These figures of the City Engineer are 
of course subject to revision, at this 
time, but they serve to give at least 
an approx!mate idea of the cost to the 


{city of the proposed water-suppy sys- 
tem. 


An election for the purpose of voting 
bonds to begin this work will, in all 
probability, be held in ‘April-or May 
of next year. 


MISSING MEN. 


Letters of Inquiry Regarding Lost 
Friends and Relatives. 


_ The office of the Mayor of Los An- 
geles is in receipt constantly of letters 
from Eastern people asking for infor- 
mation regarding their friends and rel- 
atives who have left their homes and 
gravitated to the Coast. 

A touching letter is written by Myra 
J. App:ey of New Orleans, in which she 
asks assistance in finding her brother, 
J. Frank Jordan, whom she has not 
seen for forty-four years, nor heard 
from since the war. Her letter closes 


with this pathetic appeal, written in 
the style of penmanship affected by 
gentlewomen years ago: “You will 


greatly oblige and confer a lasting fa- 
vor on me if you will kindly give this 
you attenticn. [am an old woman now, 
and 1 would like so much to hear once 
more from my favorite brother.” 

Mrs. Ellen Hedderman would also 
like to. know of Thomas Hedderman’'s 
whereabouts. He left St. Louis eight 
years ago, and has not been heard from 
since. He was born in County Clare, 
Ireland, and is about 50 years of age. 
Mrs. Hedderman is at present in St. 
Louis. 

Miss Annie Dienel of Santa Ana in- 
quires of the Mayor concerning the 
present location of Hiram Hoyt, naively 
saying that “his brother would like to 
hear from him.”

Recommendations to the Counetll

CONTRACTORS WITH NERVE. 


Ceuncta Orders Disobcyed—Dirt 
Still Taken from Pablic Streets. 
During the session of the City Coun- 

cil ‘Monday, the fact was made public 

that Dodd & O'Gara, a firm of grad- 
ing contractors, had been for some time 
past excavating and taking dirt from 

Grand View avenue, near Westlake 

Park, and using the dirt thus obtained 

to fill in lots fronting on the. avenue, 

belongifyg to theniselves. 

The result of the discuss'on in the 
Council upon the matter was that 
Street Superintendent Howard had in- 
structions given him to force the con- 
tractors to desist from their work of 
excavation and return the dirt already 
taken from the street. 


Councilmen Munson and Kingery 
have visited the street since @rder 
was issued, but have found & force of 


men, under the direction of Dodd & 
O’Gara, continuing. tO remove tegm @irt 
from the street into the lots. Nu siten- 
tion seems to have been naid by the 
contractors to the order of the Council 
through the Street Superintendent. 

Street Superintendent Howard seemed 
surprised when told that the street was 
still being excavated by Dodd & O'Gara, 
and declared his intention of attending 
to the matter at once. The contractors 
may have to be dealt with legally be- 
fore the question is settled. 


THE SAN FERNANDO VIADUCT. 


A special committee appointed by 
the Council several weeks ago, to con- 
fer with the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany in regard to the changes proposed 
to be made on the San Fernando-street 
viaduct, has had such a conference, and 
will, it is thought, present 4 report to 
the Council Monday on the matter. 

The company is preparing io clectri- 
cize the road, which passes over the 
viaduct, and the report was given out 
that the viaduct would in consequence 
be torn down. It was to investigate 
this report, that the committee was ap- 
pointed. 

While the approaches to the viaduct 
may be lengthened it is not jrobable 
that the structure will be taken down, 
as the amount of railway traffic carried 
on in its vicinity renders its presence 
and use an absolute necessity for the 
safety of the passengers carried. While 
the terms of the franchise under which 
the company operates its lines do not 
demand the use of the viaduct, the ad- 
vantages obtained by its use are such 
as to make it certain that it will re- 
main in its present location.

Eighteen Cinimantx for the Kid 

Thompeon Reward. 

. The Southern Pacific Company is anx- 
ilously holding _out $1606, Which it is 
ready and anxious to pay to the cap- 
tors of Kid Thompson, just so soon as 
these captors decide among themselves 
just which of them is entitled to it. 

At the time of the Roscoe train rob- 
bery, the Southern Pacitfic Company of- 
fered $1000 for the capture of the rob- 
ber. Wells, Fargo & Co. supplemented 
this reward with $300 more, and the 
» State offered still another $300. So 
many claimants have arisen for this 
sum, that. the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and Wells, Fargo & Co. filed a 
complaint in intervention, requiring all 
the contestants to appear in court and 
have their conflicting claims definitely 
settled, that the two companies may 
not be bothered with an interminable 
string of suits from those who are left 
out in the cold. 

The case came before Judge Van 
Dyke yesterday and the long tables 
were crowded with the attorneys who 
represented the different . groups of 
claimants. The trial went on all day, 
and was continued until today.fer de- 
cision. 

So far, the game seems to lie with the 
actual captors of Thompson, who tcok 
him, after .a hard battle in Tonto Basin, 
Ariz. There are five who shared in the 
capture, W. W. Moore, I. E. Crabtree, 
E. E. Watkins, John Kemp and E. G. 
Keith. To support their case, these 
claimants exhibit an. affidavit from W. 
M. Breckinridge, the special officer of 
the Southern Pacific Company, dis- 
claiming all interest in the reward him- 
self, and declaring that these five men 
Were the actual captors of the bandits, 
and deserved the money. 

Mrs. Mary F. Lawson, executrix of 
the estate of the late A. B. Lawson. is 
another of the claimants, Lawson hav- 
ing thought himself entitled to the re- 
ward on account of having furnished 
the testimony which secured the con- 
viction of Thompson. F. B. Kennett, 

. D. Rogers and Charles A. Eizler 
join in this chaim for testimony fur- 
nished the State. 

An exhibit flied against this group 
is a claim for $500 presented by A. B. 
Lawson, certified by the District Attor- 
ney and allowed by the Board of Super- 
visors, which is declared by the other 
claimants to have been quite sufficient 
pay for the testimony supplied. 

Deputy Constable E. B. Beecher en- 
ters a claim on the ground of having 
been the first to suspect and accuse 
Thompson, and H. C. McDonald. John 
Adams, George McClarty, Will Smith, 
Frank Dewler and C. Worth all claim 
an interest in the reward on one pre- 
text and another. 

The contest is a hot one, and will be 
exceedingiy difficult to settle justly 
with regard to all the claimants, 


. THE JURORS WIN. 


Mileage Case Decided Yesterday by 
Jadge McKinley. 
Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald is knocked out 
on the mileage question, ditto the Board 
of Supervisors. and the jurors are ju- 
bilant in the knowledge that they will 
not be the losers both in time and 
money by their attendance upon Court. 
The test case brought by Foreman 
H. E. Storrs of the grand jury, to de- 
cide the whole affair, was appealed by 
the county frem the decision of Jus- 
tice Young in favor of Mr. Storrs, and 
Was settled yesterday by Judge Mc- 
Kiniey to the satisfaction of all par- 
ties, the decision of Justce Young be- 
ing affirmed, in all but one particular. 
The District Attorney, although he 
contested the case that it might be set-, 
tled firmly upon a legal basis, held that 
the grand jurors were not entitled to 
mileage when visiting places for the 
purpose of official inspection. The fees 
per diem were allowable. and the ac- 
tual traveling expenses, but not mile- 
age. In this view Judge McKinley con- 
curred, and the judgment was rendered 
for Mr. Storrs cnly in the sum of $24.90, 
beng all the mileage demanded in the 
complaint, together with the fees per 


diem, with tha exception only of the 


finds the! 


mileage for the visite to the County 
Farm and Orphans’ Home. 

Judge McKiniey holds that the Juror 
is entitled to mileage for all journeys 
between his own home and the jury- 
room, in cases where there has been an 
adjournment for more than a day. 

After an exhaustive review of the 
law in the case, Judge McKinley sum- 
med up the matter in a nutshell, as fol- 
lows: 

“The intent cf the Legislature must 
be presumed to have been to provide a 
reasonable and fair compensation for 
the jurors. While the courts are not to 
make iaws in order to do justice, yet in 
censtruing them the necessity existing 
for their enactment should be taken 
into consideration in determining their 
meaning. Itisapparent thatif the law 
be construed to mean that jurors cannot 
receive mileage except upon their first 
attendance, although they are excused 
over periods of several days, no fair 
compensation for their services will be 
received except by jurors residing at or 
near the county seat. A juror residing 
at any considerable distance would ex- 
pend practically all of his per diem in 
paying the expenses of travel from his 
residence to the county seat, if he re- 
turned to his home on the numerous 
unavoidable occasions when he is ex- 
cused from attendance. There would 
be no fairness in holding that the court 
can excuse him from attendance and 
yet refuse to pay him ether a per diem 
for the days he is not exgaged, or a 
mileage from his home where he bas 
returned and engage! in his other avo- 
cations in the period when the county 
coes not require his services. Our Sn- 
preme Court has held that he cannot 
receive a per diem except on the days 
when he is in actual attendance upon 
the courts. He is, therefore, under the 
law, juestified in returning to his home 
and if he again attends upon the court 
he does so because there is practically 
a new demand for his presence and he 
should receive mileage to cover the 
trouble and expense of his travel.” 


A FALSE NOTE. 


A Collateral Security Which Prom- 
ises Litigation. 

A promissory note which chiefly gives 
promise of being a first-rate bone of 
contention, is made the subject of a 
suit brought by Catherine S. Escal- 
lier against the National Bank of Cali- 
fornia, L. Labory, Jane Labory, the 
National Trust Company, John M. C. 
Merble, A. Hadley and B. W. Diehl}, all 
of whom claim some interest in a note 
given «8 collateral security by L. La- 
bory to the National Bank. The note 
is for $2000, poveable six months after 
date, and purports on its face to have 
ae executed by Catherine S. Escal- 

er. 

The bank wes given a decree of fore- 
closure against Labory, and B. W. 
Diehl wes appointed a commissioner 
for the sale of collaterals. The Eseal- 
lier note is advertised for sale on De- 
cember 28, among the other securities, 
and now Mrs. Escallier comes forward 
end declares that it is false and a 
forgery, as she never executed. any 
such note. 

As serious complications might arise 
from the sale of the note in good faith, 
Mrs. Escallier brings suit for an in- 
junction to restrain all the defendants* 
from transferring or im any way dis 
posing of the note, or from bringing 
any action concerning it. 


MeCartney Wants Damages. 

Another damage suit for $1500 hes 
been brought by J. L. McCartney, who 
was badly burt last August ‘by thé 
fell of a scaffold in front of a saloon 
on Second street. The scaffolding was 
erected for the purpose of repairing the 
building, and McCariney alleges that 
it was so loosely fastened that it was 
liable to fall at any moment. It did 
fall just as McCartney was strolling 
underneath, and jhe proposes to make 
Edmund L. Maxwell, the proprietor of 
the saloon, pay for the nervous shock 
and bruises caused by the descent of 
his insecure structure. 


An Angel Unawares. 


It was a dusky and striped angel that 
Los Angeles entertained unawares 
when she tenderly cared for J. H. Mc- 
Carty, the man sent to Folsom for five 
years for having stolen a few trifles 
from a Chinaman.

He 
was recognized in Sacramento while be- 
ing taken through there by Deputy 
Sheriff McClure, by a man who had 
known him in the Wast as an enter- 
prising . burglar, considerably above 
petty larceny. 


Another Horse Stolen. 

The horsethief is at work again, his 
latest exploit having been to “lift” a 
horse and buggy belonging to J. C. 
Fifield at Cahuenga Pass. The man 
who stole the horse was Adolphus On- 
vetes. He borrowed the horse and 
buggy for a trip to the city. and, dis- 
appeared from the ken of the owner, 
horse and all. Sheriff Burr's men are 
out on the warpath looking for him. 


Left for Repairs. 

A case on trial yesterday in Justice 
Young's court presented the spectacle 
of an animated contest over a lumber- 
wagon left for repairs in the shop of 
Henry Braasch &nd John Anderson. 
The owner of the wagon was L. H. 
Hunnewell, and the complaint alleged 
that the defendants refused to deliver 
up the wagon after it was mended, 
and sold it, appropriating the money to 
their own use, The defendants urged 
that the bill for repairing the wagon 
was unpaid, and amounted to $12; also 
that they had a bill of sale on the 
wagon.

The application of the trustees of the 
Llano School District for leave to is- 
fue bonds to the amount of $1100 for 
the purpose of building a new school- 
house was granted, and the bids adver- 
tised, to be opened on January *& The 
bonds will be dated from January 15. 

The offer of George L. Rockwell to 
place the Jackson Regulating Gas 
Burners on all the gas jets in the 
County Jail was accepted. The terms 
of the offer are that if the consump- 
tion of gas is decreased 10 per 
cent. by the use of the new burners, 
the county is to pay for them at the 
rate of $36 per gross: if not, no demand 
for payment will be made by the-mfan- 
ufacturers. 

It was ordered that the board visit 
Long Beach Road District on December 
23, ta inspect the condition of the roads 
affected by the overflow of the San 
Gabriel River in and about Cerritos 
Colony. The residents have subscribed 
$110 in money and labor for the pur- 
pose of aiding the county in finding 
means to prevent another deluge. 

The board approved the request of 
Simon Maier to be permitted to con- 
struct a switch from where the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad crosses the county 
road at El Monte, near the Five Mile 
House, to connect the railroad with 
his slaughter-house. The permission 
was granted upon conditian that the 
switch kept in good repair. 

The request of the County Recorder 
for four additional clerks during the 
next three months was granted. The 
extra service is required for the pur- 
pose of abstracting and indexing mort- 
gages, preparatory to making the re- 
port to the County Assessor.

. BILLY NEEDS A REST. 


A Patrol-wagon Horse Collapses. 
New Horses Needed. 


Old Billy is ausgespielt. He made 
a trip to Boyle Heights, yesterday 
morning and immediately afterward 
another to Westlake avenue and the 
Sisters’ Hospital. This completely ex- 
hausted him, and he had to be taken to 
the stable. 

Billy is the old horse which has 
drawn the patrol wagon for seven years. 
He is a magnificent gray, strong and 
heavy. with face as intelligent as a 
human being. There is not an officer 
on the force who has more friends than 
Billy, “especially among the women. 
Billy has been everybody’s pet. Women 
and children would stop in front of the 
Police Station to feed him sugar and 
rub his velvety nose. Billy liked their 
caresses and was on speaking terms 
with every man, woman and child in 
Los Angeles. 

But the old “‘hoss’ is worn out. He is 
3 years of age. and seven years of toil 
in the shafts of the patrol wagon have 
stiffened his joints and sapped his 
strength. He can no longer stand the 
long trips and numerous calls he has to 
respond to. Yesterday morning’s ex- 
ercise completely fatigued him, and he 
had to be relegated to his stall, and 
Grover was brought out to take his 
place. 

Grover is a gray like Billy. but not so 


large. intelligent nor handsome. He is 
not sociable. He resents familiarity, 
and people do not stop to pet him. 


Grover is only 10 years d, and has 
been in the service but five years, but 
the hard work has rendered him almost 
unfit for service, also. He could not 
stand it to do all the work yesterday, so 
an extra horse had to be hired. 

The police department is much in 
need of a few good horses. Chief Glass 
has so stated in his annual report, but 
the Council has not yet made provis- 
ion for them. The two old horses now 
in use are worn out, and are entirely 
too slow for prompt service. There is 
need of four speedy horses to replace 
the two slow ones that have done the 
work for so long. Horses are cheap 
now, and there is no good reason why 
the Council should not buy four new 


horses for the patrol wagon, and that 
speedily. 


Postoffices Raised in Class. 

The postoffices at Monrovia, Whittier, 
Perris, South Riverside and Azusa have 
been placed on the “Presidential” list.

Town. 


High Prices Being Asked for Rest- . 


dence Lets in 


West End.

Street Sprinkling—The Counest 
and the Street Commissioners. 
Boulevard Expenses. 


As the year draws to a close the con« 
dition of the real estate market con- 
tinues to be as encouraging as any 
reasonable person could desire. There 
is no boom, but the reasonable person 
referred to does not want any boom, 
with its exaggerated prices and in- 
evitable reaction, such as we had seven 
years ago. It is true that some who 
purchased property a few months ago 
at a considerable advance above the 
market price feel somewhat vexed be- 
cause they have not been able to sell 
that property again at a further ad- 
vance of 50 per cent. or thereabouts, 
These, however, are not reasonable per- 
Sons. 

THE EASTERN CROWD. 


For the past eight years some real 
estate owners in Los Angeles have been 
waiting for the arrival of a vast crowd 
of Easterners who are to put up what- 
ever the owner asks for the property, 
and not ask any questions. It will be 
remembered by_thousands who were 
here that a good many Los Angeles peo- 
ple were waiting for this same crowd to 
arrive in the fall of 1887, having first 
taken the trouble to secure a lot of 
‘choice inside “business property.” at 
Monrovia, Azusa, Glendora, Alosta and 
other embryo commercial centers, for 
the purpose of supplying the said new- 
comers—of course at a good round ad- 
vance over the prices paid for the lots, 
which were, however, quite moderate, 
running from $500 for a twenty-five-foot 
business lot on the main thoroughfare 
of Alosta to $150 a foot for one in Mon- 
rovia, It was certainly very thoughtful 
of these Los Angeles people to lay in a 
stock of land and lots for those who 
were to come from the East, for there 
were not a few people among us at that 
time. outside of the lunatic asylums, 


.who seriously believed that within «@ 


short time there would not be enough 
lots to go around, even if the whole 
country from Point Concepcion to Point 
Loma were cut up into. business lots 
at the rate of twelve to the acre. 

As we all know, that anxiously- 
awaited crowd of Easterners failed to 
materialize In the fall of 1887, or those 
who did come were so unreasonable as 
to ask absurd questions as to what 
was going to support all these towns, 
and so forth. None of the Los Angeles 
buyers had thought of making such 
superfluous inquiries. Many of them, 
in fact, did not know — or care — 
just where these towns were located, 
having selected the property from 
handsomely-lithographed maps in the 
offices of the Los Angeles real estate 
agents. It did look like a piece of ef- 
frontery for these tenderfeet to come 
around asking a lot of perplexing and 
unnecessary questions. However, they 
did ask them—the small proportion of 
the expected army who came here—and 
it was this that caused the volume of 
real estate sales for September, 1887, to 
show such a heavy falling-off from the 
record for August. 

Ever since then the local real estate 
market has been boosted up every sum- 
mer by reports of a vast crowd of East- 
ern people who were coming out dur- 
ing the winter. Every returning Cal- 
ifornian has told about them, and we 
have had reports from Eastern ticket 
agents of the thousands who had booked 
their passage for California, as if peo- 
ple secured their railroad tickets six 
months ahead. The same things have 
been told with redoubled energy of the 
present winter. It remains to be seen 
how nearly these prophecies will be ful- 
filled, but so far there is no overwheim- 
ing crowd of Eastern people here, but 
then. we can scarcely expect many of 
them to start before the holidays. Those 
who are here appear to know what they 
are about, and are very careful in siz- 
ing up the value of property before they 
invest. 

ALL THE YEAR ROUND. ; 

The fact is that the real estate mar- 
ket has got beyond the point where it 
depends on a wild rush of Eastern peo- 
ple during the winter months. During 
the past couple of years real estate 
men have been doing a good, steady 


business all through the summer 
months. Eastern people come and go 
throughout the year, many of them 


dropping a few thousand dollars in 
property that takes their fancy, and it 
is Ikely that this will become more 
and more the case from now on, 2s peo- 
ple east of the mountains realize Cali- 
fornia is not what its name is supposed 
by some to imply—‘a fiery furnace”— 
during the summer months. 

Then again, a new feature has been 
introduced into the market in the shape 
of large purchases by residents of Sou- 
thern California, who, indeed, have 
been the main supporters of the market 
during the past twelve months. Our 
own people are beginning to believe 


that Los Angeles property is a pretty . 


good thing to Keep in the family. They 
are not only buying, but improving 
what they buy, and this has done more 
than anything else to lend a healthy 
tone to the market. Nothing gives out- 
side investors more confidence, 
place than to see the résidents of that 
piace showing their faith in it by their 
works, in the shape of solid brick and 
stone buildings. 
SPREADING OUT. 


An encouraging and healthy feature 
of the market today is the increased in- 
clination displayed by investors to dis- 
tribute their operations over the greater 
part of the city. Early in the year 
there was for a time a tendency to run 
into a narrow groove, wamely, along 
South Broadway and a few cross 
streets. Prices were consequently 
jumped up very rapidly here and there, 
was some dangerof a premature boom 
in which somebody might get hurt. 
However, purchasers refused to foliow 
holders too far, and the danger was 
averted. Today property on South 
Broadway is firmly held at top figures, 
but there ig nothing of a craze, and 
nvestors are not tumbling over each 
other to buy.

Uniess He Surrenders the Papers in

William T. Blakely, a young lawyer 
with offices in the Law Building, at 
No. 125 Temple street, has received his 
third and last warning to leave Los 
Angeles if he values his life. Life 


is sweet to the young barrister, but 
he has not yet made up his mind to 
emigrate. He came here from San 
Francisco but a short time ago, and 
the climate agrees with him so well 
that he proposes to remain here at all 
hazards. Besides, he has laid the 
foundation for a lucrative practice of 
his profession, and he does not relish 
the idea of surrendering all, simply 
because his residence here is objection- 
able to some anonymous letter-writer. 

here is one condition upon which 
Mr. Blakely can stay without the risk 
of suffering personal violence. His un- 
known correspondent informs him that 
if he will surrender the papers in a 
certain. divorce case, he will al- 
lowed to dwell here in peace. But the 
papers referred to are part of the 
records of the lawyer’s office, and he 
does not propose to part with them. 
It is owing to this stubbornness on his 
part that Mr. Blakely has received 
warnings one, two and three. He has 
heeded none of them, and is now await- 
ing the visit of the avenger, but he 
professes to feel no alarm. 

Warning No. 1 came through the mail 
December 13. It was ornamented at

-MARPLE’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Stricken from Above by a Monster 
Oll-well Tool. 

C.. W. Marple of No. 1135 Court street 
had a narrow escape from death in a 
very pecullar accident yesterday. Mar- 
ple is employed at the Canfield & Fer- 
guson well on Temple street, near Fig- 
ueroa street, and, at 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, after his return from tunch, 
the attempt to raise the casing from 
the. well was resumed. Blocks and 


tackles carrying five fines of rope and 4 


two ten-ton “jacks,” tere brought into 
play, and the pumping engine, with 100 
pounds of steam on, was started. As 
the engine strained at the tightly-stuck 
casing, the “jacks’’ were turned with 
bars in’ the hands of Marple and Con- 
tractor Fish, who is superintending the 
work at the well. At thag moment the 
“elevator,” which was clasped around 
the casing back of a“‘collar”’ at its ex- 
treme edge, pulled the‘collar from the 
casing. The “elevator” weighs nearly 
150 pounds, but such was the strain on 
the block to which it was attached 
that it leaped nearly twenty feet in the 
air. As it did so, Marple sprang from 
the drilling-frame, supposing the “‘‘ele- 
vator’’ would come straight down.: It 
did not do so, but came down on the 
side to which Marple leaped, and struck 
him.a glancing blow on the small of the 
back and the back of his heels. . Mar- 
ple was removed to his home, overcome 
with excruciating muscular pains and 
nervous shock. Very strangely. the 
blow received in the back is not con- 
sidered serious, but both heels are 
badly bruised,- and the probable out- 
come of their injuries cannot be deter- 
mined until the strain has subsided and 
the time within which they would be 
apt -to stiffen has passed. It is not 
thought that any bones were broken.

their No. 1 well. 

Bophs & Leslie are down 300 feet in 
their well on Victor street.

Mysterious Disappearance of Con- 
tractor John Grant. .

BURIED ALIVE. 


Another Sewer Cave-in—The Buried 
Man Rescued. 


William King, a laborer in the employ 
of Ramish & Marsh, was buried alive 
for nearly ten minutes yesterday, but 
by the prompt and intelligent assist- 
ance of his fellow-workmen he was res- 
cued without injury save a broken jaw.

Bright Days—Clear Nights—New Neb- 
ulac—Approaching Comets. 


ECHO MOUNTAIN, Dec. 19.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) How beautiful the 
mountains look these bright December 
days, and how beautiful the valley 
looks from any of the mountain heights. 
Dr. Swift is doing excellént work at the 
Lowe Observatory. His special depart- 
ment of investigation is the discovery, 
precise location and accurate descrip- 
tion of those most distant and in- 
tangible of all heavenly bodies, nebulae. 
Last evening the doctor had that favor- 
able condition of the atmosphere called 
“good seeing,” and he added five neb- 
ulae to his list, which, with one excep- 
tion, exceeds that of all other living as- 
tronomers. Four of these nebulae were 
in the constellation Cetus, and the fifth 
near by. 

Comet A, 1895 (Swift) has gone out of 
sight, beyond the reach of the telescope. 
Comet C (Perrine) near the north polar 
star. Comet D (Brooks) is so near the 
sun as to be invisible, but will, a little 
later, become somewhat conspicuous im- 
mediately after sunset. 

Important improvements are going on 
at Echo Mountain. A large gas-holder, 
36. feet in diameter and 12 feet high, ob- 
trudes itself on every one’s notice. 
When filled with gas piped from Prof. 
Lowe's gas plant in Pasadena, it will 
furnish an ample supply for the 100- 
horse power Otto engine, all ready to 
receive it, and that will put in motion 


‘the 150-horse power Westinghouse mul- 


tipolar dynamo, already aligned oppo- 
site the engine. This additional power 
will enable the company to run the 
cars simultaneously over the foothill 
mesa, the great incline, and the Alpine 
division, doing away with vexatious de- 
lays, which have heretofore delayed the 
movements of large crowds.

An Eagle in 


Captivity—A Gold Mine 
Tragedy. 

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 19.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Hundreds of citizens are 
indignant at a grocer at Fifth and D 
streets, who persisis in ke>ping an enor- 
mous golcen eagie in a cage entirely too 
small for the bird. For weeks this 
monarch of the skies has been dying 
by inches, surrounded by doves and 
meek hens, People with a’ scintilla of 
patriotic feeling in their..minds have 
observed the cruelty to this typical 
national bird with feelings of intense 
scorn and contempt for whoever is re- 
sponsible for allowing the slow, deadly 
torture of this magnificent bird. The 
owner agreed to sell the eagle to peo- 
ple desirous of freeing it, and then went 
back on his agreement in order that he 
might secure additional advertising 
thereby. Officers of the Humane Society 
are heartily criticised for neglecting to 
have this bird released from its nar- 
row quarters. The Chief of Police is 
criticized for seeming neglect of his of- 
ficial duty in this matter. The eagle's 
cage is a serious obstruction on the 
sidewalk. It is an unlawful obstruc- 
tion. City ordinance No. 8, section 2, 
says: “The said public avenues, streets 
and alleys of the said city shall be kept 
free of all obstruction of every kind and 
character; provided, however, nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to 
prevent any merchant or other trades- 
man or warehouseman, or person or 
firm engaged in the fowarding and ex- 
pess business for six consecutive hours 
of the day, in the reception and delivery 
of merchandise.’ A fine of ten to fifty 
dollars is imposed for this offense, and 
why the police do not obey the law in 
the case of this eagle-cage obstruction 
has not been explained. The systematic 
sidewalk obstruction in the vicinity of 
this eagle cage is a matter thought fit 
for investigation by the grand jury, ow- 
ing to the repeated and continuous vio- 
lation of the city ordinance at that 
point, and the non-interfererice by the 
police.
